GEN. JAKE SMITH.

came to this city today, and speu. tue 
entire afternoon and evening. The visit 
of the nation’s Chief Executive and 
the members of his official-family was | 
for a two-fold purpose. During the aft- 
ernoon the President was chief speaker 
at the exercises Incident to the dedica- 
tion of the new Central High School 
for boys. He made two addresses at the 
institution, one in Assembly Hall, 
where the forma! dedicatory exercises 
took place, agd the other from the bal-. 
cony af the building to 1500 pupils of 
this school. 

Tonight the President responded to a 
toast at the Founders’ Day banquet at 
the Union League. In the intermission 
between these events President Roose- 
velt was entertained at luncheon by 
Charles Emory Smith, former Postmas- 
ter-General, and was tendered a recep- 
tion at the home of Edward D. Stoes- 
bury. 

Mr. Roosevelt's visit today was the 


third he has made to this city since 
he became President of the United | 
States. Last year he attended the foot- . 
ball match between the Army and Navy 
elevens, and recently he participated 
In the Masonic celebration of Gen. 


sonic fraternity. On both of these 
Socusions, however, the President's stay 
was brief. His reception by the citi- 
sens of this, Municipality today was 
most enthusiastic.

about six blocks from the sta‘ion. The 
sidewalks were lined with widly cheer- 
ing throngs. In acknowledgment of 
the enthusiastic demonstrations, the 
President repeatedly raised his hat. 

A reception committee. consisting of 
members of the Board of Public Edu- 
cation, conducted the President to the 
school and upon his arrival at the 
institution he was met by the entire | 
student body, who lined the corridors | 
and stairways from the entrance of | 
the building to the assembly hall, each 
pupil bearing a small American flag. 
The audience arosé as the President | 
entered the hall, and amid the plaudits | 
of the 2000 persons there assembled, 
President Roosevelt made his way 
down the main aisle to the platform. 
For fully five minutes he stood fac- 
ing the cheering assemblage, before 
he could proceed with his speech. 

On the stage with the President 


were Mayor Ashbridge and other city 
officials, members of the Board of 


Public Education and the faculty of 
the school. The audience was made up 
principally of the alumni of the in- 
stitution. 
HIGH SCHOOL ADDRESS. 
The President was introduced, and 


said: 

“Ladies and gentlemen: I @m_  in- 
deed @lad to be here, and as I came up 
the stair and through the corridors, I 
felt as if I were at a football game. 
I am thoroughly convinced that the 
pupils of the High School are taught 
not only how to work hard, but how 
to play, and it is a gdod thing to know 
both lessons. Don’t let the playing in- 
terfere with the work. Work hard, 
but while you play, play hard. 

“Nothing like our present system of 
education was ka@wn in earlier times, 
No such system of popular education 
for the people by representative people 
existed. It is of course a mere truism 
to say that the stability, the future 
welfare of our institutions, depends 
upon the grade of citizenship turned 
out from our schools. No body of pub- 
lic servants, no body of individuals 
associated in private life, are better 
worth the admiration and respect of all 
who value citizenship at its true worth 
than the body composed by the teach- 
ers in the public schools through the 
length and breadth of this Union. They 
have to deal with the citizenship in the 
raw and to turn it out something like 
a finished product, and I think that all 
of us who have endeavored to deal 
with that citizenship in the raw in our 
own homes appreciate the burden of 
responsibility. 

“The training given in the public 
schools must of course be not merely 
a training in intellect, but a training 
in what counts for infinitely more than 
intellect—a training in character. And 
the chief factor in that training must 
be a personal equation of the people, 
the influence exerted sometimes con- 
sciously, sometimes unconsciously, by 
the man or woman who stands in so 
peculiar a relation to the boys and 
girls under his or her care—a relation 
closer and more intimate and more 
vital in its after effects than any other 
relation save that of parent and child. 
Wherever a burden of that kind is laid, 
those who carry it necessarily carry a 
great responsibility—there can be no 


sh« slid be our patience with any man or 
woman doing any bit of work who does 
not approach it in a spirit of 
love for the work and of desire to 
it well for the work's sake. 


“We need a healthy body. 
to have proper physical 
We need have even proper 
development of the mind—and then, as 
I have said before, we need to have a 
proper development of what counts far 
more than body, of what counts far 
more than mind, the sum of the char- 
acteristics, the sum of virtues, which 
we think of when we say that such and 
such a man or woman has a good 
character. Sometimes you can develop 
character by a direct inculcation of 
moral precept. A good deal more often 
you cannot. A good deal mere often 
you have to develop it less by your 
precept than by your practice and let 
it come as an incident to the tone of 
the whole body, the tone which in the 
aggregate you all create. Now, isnt’ 
that your experience, all of you, in 
dealing with these children in the 
schools? In dealing with them in the 
family? In dealing with them in 
bodies, anywhere? They are quick to 
take the tone of those to whom they 
look up, and if they don’t look uf to 
you, you can preach virtue all you 
wish, the effect will be small.”

Mystery of the Disappearance Six 
Years Ago of William S. W- Allen 
Great Grandson of Commodore Van- 
derbilt, Cleared Away by Court Pro- 

ceedings.

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—William 8. 
Vanderbilt Allen, great-grandson of 
Commodore Vanderbilt, society man 
and artist, and formerly well known 
here and at Newport, who disappeared 
mysteriously six years ago, has been 
during that time an inmate of a pri- 
vate sanitarium in Connecticut. 

His whereabouts became known 
wher he was brought to New Rochelle 
for examination before a commission as 
to his sanity. The action was 
brought by E. H. Sutton of Bloom- 
field, N..J.. who is related to Allen. 
Sutton told the commission that Al- 
len had suffered from hallucinations 
that he was being pursued by creditors, 
and asked that he legally be committed 
te an asylum, no such step” having 
previously been taken. 

Allen then addressed the commission 
in carefally-chosen language. He 
utterly in the dark. he said, as to 
why the proceedings had been brought, 
and he asked for counsel. He was kid- 
naped six years ago, he declared, by 
twe doctors. 

“They took me from sister's room 
at Rye, where I was visiting,” he con- 
tinued. ‘They came there pretending 
they were detectives, who were inter- 
ested ina case of mine in New York. 
They got me to drive with them to 
Portechester. . 

“When we got to the station I was 
snatched up by two attendants, placed 
on a train, and taken to Connecticut. 
I was placed in a sanitarium there. At 
first I was allowed the privilege of the 
laborat but for the last nine 
monthe I have been confined to a hall 


room. 
“Tt has been impossible for me _ to 
communicate with any of.my relatives. 
I have a $6000 library at Rye, and there 
are enough pictures locked up in my 
sister’s storeroom to pay all my debts.”

. Hie work was largely 
along the line of sporting scenes.

Gore Tragedy Puzzling 
Parisian Police. 


Gowdy Inclines Toward 
Murder Theory: 


Explanation of Dead Woman's 
Presence in Rooms of 
De Rydzewski. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

PARIS, Nov, 22.—{By Atlantic Cable.) The 
police officials here admit that they are mak- 
ing no progress toward the solution of the 
mysterious death of Mrs. Ellen Gore, and this 
fact is strengthening the theory that the affair 
was one of aecident rather than ef design. This 
view is so strong, especially ameng the mem- 
bers of the Russian colony, that De Rdysews- 
ki's advocate, Deputy Cruppil, today announced 
his intention of applying to the court on Mon- 
day ter the provisional release of the accused, 
The authorities are likely to resist this motion, 
as they are not yet ready to accept the theory 
ef aceident. Consul-General Gowdy also tn- 
clines against the accident ‘theory, but the 
American officials will not take an active part 
in the prosecution. 

M. Cruppi’s efforts are due to the interest 
which the Russian friends of the accused have 
manifested in him, scores of them having 
called upon Judge Jannevot to testify to his 
good character. The callers included the coun- 
cillor of the Russian embassy, who is ac- 
quainted with the prisoner. 

Dr. Merlum, who first arrived upon the 
scene of the tragedy, has given out a staiec- 
ment which strengthens the advocates of the 
accident theory in their Belief. He confirms 
the assertion made by Dt. Sucquot that the 
ball ranged upward, and concludes tha: the 
tragedy was the natural result of the weapon 
being discharged accidentally by a fall to the 
vor 


On the other hand, one of the American of- 
ficials, especially assigned to the case, says 
his pefeonal inspection of Mrs. Gore's body 
shows that the direction of the bullet 
aimeost paralicl with the surface of the earth, 
and that the point et which the oall emerged 
from the back of the head was hardiy «a 
half ineh higher then the point at which it 
entered above the eve. This conflicts with the 
theory of the French physicians, and tends 
to strengthen the murder theory. 

Letters and telegrams in Ge possession of 
the police show the circumstances of the 
meeting of the day of the tragedy, and exon- 
erate Mra.. Gore from the suspicions which 
might arise from her presence in the Rus- 
sian’s room. One of the lettera shows that 
she wished to see De Rydsewshki. This letter 
he answered by telegraph, sayifg that he was 
suffering from a sore throat, and that it was 
impossible for him to get out. As a result of 
his inability to leave his room, Mre. Gore 
went to him. 

Some of the officials concluded that the visit 
was of a business nature, asserting that Mrs. 
Gore's remittances had not been received, and 
that she went to her musical fetend for tem- 
porary assistance. This theory i apparently 
borne out by the statement Mat a check for 
960, drawn to the order of Mra. Gore, is said 
to have been found by the police in De Ryd- 
sewsky's desk. The existence of this check, 
however, has not been fully established.

VOLCANO VICTIMS. 


EW «ORLEANS (La.) Nov. 


The Picayune today prints the fol- 


lowing letter, under date of Port 
Barrios, Guatemala, November 16: 
“Refugees who have arrived here 


this week from Weatern Guatemala re- 
port a terrible state of affairs as a 
result of the eruption of Santa Maria 
volcano. The country for a radius of 
over thirty miles has been made a 
desolate waste, and every vestige of 
life destroyed. Tie loss of iife is es- 
timated at over seven thousand, the 
great majority of the victims being 
indians. Ten Indian villages, were 
wiped out, the rude huts veing buried 
beneath tons of volcanic débris. 

“AN of the coffee plantations in the 
volcanic gone are ruined, and their 
owners deft penniless. The greatest 
distress prevaiied throughout ine cen- 
tral and western portions of the re- 
pubiic, and even on the eastern 
coasts the effects are felt in the 
Scarcity of money, and the rise in ex- 
change. A famine prevails at Quezal- 
tenango, and 10,000 people are starving. 
Even in Guatemala City, the capital, 
the inhabitants are suffering for food. 
The government is utterly unable to 
reileve the distress and suffering, and 
the people are on the verge of revolu- 
tion. The only thing needed to start 
a formidable uprising is the appear- 
ance of a leader. 

“Portirio Herrera, whose valuable cof- 
fee plantation was destroyed, is among 
the refugees, and arrived here today, 
sailing for, Nicaragua. Sefior Her- 
rera, in an interview, discussing the 
situation, said: 

“*l was in Guatemala City when the

The seven wao 
escaped happened to be visiting «a farm 
eight miles farther from the volcano 
that day, and when they saw the dan- 
ger, took” refuge with a lot of ot3ers 
in a cave. My family was tn Guate- 
mala City, and therefore escaped the 
terrible fate which befell those left at 
home. 

“"On the trip to my plantation, I 
passed a number of other coffee 
plantations, which had shared the same 
fate aS my own. The scene along 
the route was frightful. The dead bod- 
les of Indians and animals, who had 
been suffocated by the deadly fumes

I passed through 
one Indian village where over 350 


had perished. All of the bodies had

Results of Several Months’ Study and 
Experimentation by State University 
Expert—Use of Insecticides Recom- 
mended—Fumigation Uselees.

BERKELEY. Nov. 22.—{Exclhusive 
Dispatch.}] The report of the investt- 
gation of the red spider on the citrus 
trees of Southern California, under- 
taken by the University of California's 
Agricultural Department, in response 
to an urgent request of the Horticul- 
tural Commissioners of Los Angeles 
county, has just come from the Univer. 
sity press. It embodies the results of 
several months’ study and experimenta- 
tion by. William H. Volck, special 


‘student ‘in the Entomological Depart- 


at Berkeley. 
It has been found that the mite 


is not responsible for the commoner 


forms of spotting very prevalent dur 


ing the past season, but the chief in- 
juries for which it is responsible is the 
excessive dropping’ of (fruit, loss of 
leaves and decrease in the size and 
sugar contents of oranges and lemons. 

The red spider increases in the fall, 
and decreases again in the spring. 
This point suggested an important 
field of etudy of their paiural enemies, 
and it was found that lady bugs, and 
a large number of mites of various 
species preyed upon them, but they did 
not accomplish much toward checking 
the depredations of the pest. The exact 
cause of their sudden decline in the 
spring has suggested possibility of a 
disease or fungus growth on the mite, 
as being responsible for its decrease at 
this particular period, and it is on this 
line that the investigation is now being 
pushed. Until further light is thrown 
on this point, the department has rec- 
ommended use of insectides. Fumiga- 
tion has been found to be of no value 
whatever, Sulphuring is useful only 
under specially favorable conditions, 
and is best, considered simply as a 
supplementary measure. Spraying, the 
most satisfactory expedient, is a dif- 
ficult and expensive operation.

CONTRADICTORY REPORTS.

Hun- 
ter thereupon shot and killed him.

CURRENCY REFORM. 
CONGRESS WILL TACKLE IT. 
fBY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov, 22.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.) It is becoming apparent that 
a determined effort will be made at the 
coming session of Congress te pass a 
bill to reform the currency system 
of the United States to the extent of 
making it sufficiently elastic fo avert 
money panics like the ones that have 
taken place In New York during last 
summer and fajl. While it is net cer- 
tain that the bill will be got through 
Congress, it is certain that the business 
interests of the country have come to 
a realization of the fact that with the 
continuing of business expansion and 
consequent increasing ef the demand 
for circulating medium of = greater 
volume and perfect stability, some 
changes in the currency laws are al- 
most fmperatively necessary.

INK PAJAMA GIRL 
POISONED BY CANDY. 


ADMIRING CUBAN SUPPOSED 
HAVE SENT IT. 
Received from San Francisco and 
Eaten Here Thursday, and Followed 
by Violent Results—Able to Appear on 
Stage Tonight. 


TO 


“The “pink pajama” girl has sufficiently 

recovered from her mysterious candy 
poisoning, which occurred in this city 
Thursday, to appear with the “Liberty 
Belles” company tonight at the Los 
Angeles Theater. So said Manager 
Hennessy of the company last night. 

It Ils a case to keep one guessing, As 
told by Manager Hennessy, last night, 
Miss Rita Knight, the special pajama 
star of the company, seems to have 
been deliberately poisoned by mail by 
an ardent admirer whom she had not 
admired so ardently; a Cuban with 
money and good looks, who has dogged 
her throughout the West, and who 
went automobile riding with her in 
Golden Gate Park, San Francisco, a 
few days ago. 

Here is the etory as told by Mr. Hen- 
nessy: “On Thursday’ the ‘Liberty 
Belles’ company passed through here 
from Fresno en route to Sam Bernar- 
dino, and had two hours in the city. 
Everybody rushed up to the Los An- 
geles Theater to receive mail, Among 
the rest was a box of candy addressed 
to Miss Knight, postmarked San Fran- 
cisco. The box itself bore no mark, It 
did not take long for Miss Knight and 
several companions to consume most 
of the contents. Soon she was taken 
with violent vomiting and stomach 
pains, and two of the other girls who 
had eaten the most of it had less violent 
attacks. She was unable to appear at 
San Bernardino, and did not recover 
sufficiently to take the boards until 
last night at San Diego. 

“Dr. Polachek, who is director of the 
orchestra, was called to attend her, and, 
as I understand by mail, pronounced, 
after an analysis, the candy unmis- 
takably poisoned, 

“Miss Knight seems to think that it 


was, without doubt, the persistent 
Cuban admirer who sent her the pol- 
soned candy. He followed her every- 
where we went through the West, and 
was last seen, I believe, at Sacra- 
mento. He always awaited for her per- 
sistently at the stage door, until he 
becamie very objectionable to her. As 
I understand it, there was a note in 
the box of candy, the tone and hand- 
writing of which Miss Knight recog- 
nized as this person's.” 

When asked whether any suspicion 
was attached by him to a girl who left 
the company at San José, Manager 
Hennessy hesitated, and then stated 
that he thought there was no connec- 
tion between the two. 

“Whether or not we will take the 
matter up and try to run down the 
perpetrator of such 4 dastardly deed,’ 
said he, “is a question which I will 
settle as soon as the company arrives 
here and I can have a talk with Miss 
Knight.” 


CAN'T GET A CREW. 


Sailors Sent Here to Man the British 
Ship Dunbritton Desert Upon Reaching 
Port Los Angeles. 


For four. weeks the British ship 
Dunbritton has been lying off Port Los 
Angeles, unable to proceed northward 
for the reason that it has been impos- 
sible for her officers to secure the serv- 
ices of a sufficient number of men to 
navigate her. Soon after her arrival 
there from Antwerp eight of the six- 
teen members of her crew dcterted 
and were fired upon by the first offi- 
cer, one of the men bemg wounded. 
Later, four others left the ship, and 
with only four men to man her, it 
was impossible for her to proceed. 
Every effort was made ‘o apprehend 
the deserters, but without success, and 
the captain sent north for a new crew. 
Yesterday the steamer Siate of Cali- 
fornia brought from San _ Francisco 
seven men in charge of a sailing mas- 
ter to take the Dunbritton north. The 
steamer was stopped ia the stream and 
a small boat from the Dun ritton was 
sent for the men, but oualy three of 
them could be found. When the State 
of California landed at Pert Los An- 
geles the other four sprang upen the 
wharf and ran away. They had been 
paid advance money to ship on the 
British vessel, but they hept§ the 
money and made their escape. The

CHILDREN TREATED BY LORENZ 
ARE RECOVERING. ' 


Little George Cann Will sot Have 
to Use Crutches Again—His Injured 
Leg is as Long and Straight as 
the Other. 


Little George Capa 8 fears old, the 
son of the well-known local musician, 
who came crawling to his father five 
years ago, moaning with the pain of 4 
fall, will not have to use crutches 
again. 


Ten days ago the fragile boy was. 
carried in the arms of his father to | 
The great surgeon looked | 


Dr. Lorenz. 
him kindly over, and asked: “Can you 
Walk, my little boy?” Before George 
could reply, the professor said: “Then 
I will make you so that you can walk.” 
And the promise will be fulfilled. 

Yesterday the jad was resting at the 
home, No, 225 North Bunker Hill ave- 
nue, with the leg that was so badly 
crippled in his infancy, encased in the 
plaster cast that Dr. Lorenz put on. 
It will be eight or nine months before 
he can walk and run as other boys do, 
but it is now certain that he wiil. 

The operation on George's leg was 
the only one of the kind that Dr. 
Lorenz performed while he Was here. 

Five years ago the boy was skating 
on a floor that had been newly poi- 
ished. He would slide on the hoor 
with his feet braced, and then, when 
he had got a good headway, he woula 
sit down and coast on the seat of his 
trousers. 

One afternoon he was doing this 
with a little more vigor than usual, 
and came down with his jegs at a wide 
angle. The strain threw his right hip 
out of place. 

The child was in terrible pain, and 
nothing could be done for him by the 
local physicians that were applied to. 
He lay in bed for eight months, and 
the doctors were baffied. It was not 
even apparent that his hip was out of 
place. 

When the boy was taken from bed 


he was provided with a pair of 
crutches, which he has used ever 
since. 

When Dr. Lorenz arrived in this 


city, Mr. Cann decided to appeal to 
him for assistance. in this purpose he 
was discouraged by Iloecai surgeons 
who were acquainted with the nature 
of the boy’s condition. They said that 
Dr. Lorenz operated only on con- 
genital hip dislocation; that he couid 
do nothing for the boy. 

It was the last chance, the father 
thought, and he took it. On the morn- 
ing that Dr. Lorenz operated at the 
Good Samaritan Hospital, Mr. Cann 
was there, bright and early, and had 
to wait two hours for the surgeon's 
coming. He almost lost his chance, 
too, for the others were crowding in, 
and the professor's time was limited. 

During the years that the crippled 
leg had been unused, the knee had 
been drawn up nearly as high as the 
hip, and the muscles and tendons hela 
it rigidiv in place. 

Dr. Lorenz was obliged to use the 
Knife to sever these, and then the hip 
hene wes brought down into place. 
operation took about ten minutes, 
There is no question now regarding 
possibility of the boy's recovery. 
The lee that Was crippled is now as 
long end as straight as the other, and 
there is no pain. 

OTHER OPERATIONS SUCCESSFUL 

Four of the children that were oper- 
ated on by Dr. Lorenz for congenital 
hip dislocation have been taken from 
the Good Samaritan Hospital, where 
they were left for week, and are 
now at their homes. The others have 
been under observation, and al! are 
doing well. Some of them will be 
prancing around as other children co 
within a year: others will have to 
have their pilaster casts renewed sev. 
eral times, and it may be two or three 
years, the doctors say, before they are 
az nature would have them.

SANTA MONICA. 
TIDINGS OF WALNUTS. 

SANTA MONICA, Nov. 22.—Grati- 
fying results of walnut culture are re- 
ported from lands east of Santa Monica. 
Eight years ago a 100-acre tract on 
the holdings of the Santa Monica 
Land & Water Company near the Sol- 
diers’ Home was get to soft-shell wal- 
nuts. The trees have since then re- 
ceived no irrigation and the period of 
growth up to this time has been one 
of “dry” winters. This season the 
first crop has been harvested. The 
nuts are pronounced of fine quality. 

“I believe the results make a con- 
clusive demonstration of the practica- 
bility of walnut culture in this vi- 
cinity,” said Roy Jones today.

The art studio will be in keeping 
with the magnificent residence, and

Rumors of the Merging of the Inter- 
national and National Railroads—Im- 
provements Proposed.-

“NITY OF MEXICO, Nov. 22.—[{Ex- 


clusive Dispatch.) It is rumored 
here that the international and 
national railroads will soon merge into 


one ownership, with Metcalf of New 
York as president of the consolidation. 
Then the International is to be pushed 
from Durango to the Coast. The cost 
of the extension is estimated at $17,- 
000,000, gold, on account of the severe 
grade, though the extension will be 
only 180 miles in length. Work on the 
National, changing it to narrow gauge, 
ie also to be expedited. The cost of 
this will be $1,000,000, silver, including 
a cut-off of 200 kilometers in order to 
make the road straight from Celaya to 
Tolucas.. The work on the National is 
to be finished next June. 

Exchanges today amounted to $264,- 
000, and bankers expect it will reach 
000 by the close of the year.

CUERNAVACA ROAD TRANSFERRED 

TO MEXICAN CONTROL. 
— - 
President Diaz Nips an Effort to Cor- 
net the Wheat Market—Movement To- 
ward Establishing of Gold-standard 
Currency—Sentiment Against Bull- 
fighting. 


CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TOES } 

CITY OF MEXICO, Nov. 16.—This 
morning the Mexican Centra! Railway 
Company takes over the Cuernavaca 
Railroad, by purchase consummated 
yesterday. The deed of transfer was 
signed by Col. Joseph H. Hampeon, 
president and general manager of the 
Mexico, Cuernavaca and Pacific Rail- 
road, and the attorney Lic. Pablw 
Martinez del Rio, on behalf of the Mex- 
jean Central. This is the most impor- 
tant railroad deal that has been con- 
summated in Mexico, and is significant 
as it gives the Mexican Central an out- 
jet to the Pacific, in addition to the Gulf 
eutiets acquired through the acquisi- 
tien of the Honey road and the Mon- 
terey and Mexican Gulf.. The outlet to 
the Padific is not an accomplished fact 
as yet, but will be within three years. 
The Central acquires the property by 
assuming its liabilities to the National 
Bank and the London and Mexico Bank, 
to the former $2.100..00, and to the 
latter the sum of $1,800,000, a total in 
round numbers of $4,500,008), silver. 
These Mabilities were guaranteed by 
the Mexican government, and held 
mortgage tiens on the Cuernavaca 
railroad. It is more advantageous thus 
for the government to transfer the con- 
ceasion, as was done to the Central, 
than to assume and operate a road 
whose revenue was inadequate, at least 
till it could be pushed to the Pacific. 

In view of this solution of the prob- 
lem Mexico has even modified the con- 
cession so ih is more easy for the 
Central to carry, and gives that com- 
pany the right to go either to Acapui- 
eco, a8 was the origina! intention, or else 
to go te Zihuatanejo, further up the 
eoeast. This is the iatest idea, and. il 
carried out a branch will be constructed 
to Chilpancingo, capital of tne state 
of Guerrero, a point considered inac- 
cessible to railraod connections, but 
there are no difficulties that 
an American engineer cannot com- 
pass. and Mr. Hampror, who will 
construct the new roads, has done the 
most dificult work of that kind ia 
the republic, and can do it again. If 
the Acapulco route As chosen, it would 
¢ through Chilpancingo, but it would 

a very costly and bold undertak- 
ing. The chances are that the 
route to Zihuatanejo will be adopted. 
This would go through what is 
known as the Cafion of Rio Balsas, 
the gorges through which the big Ba!- 
sas River runs from the heart of 
Guerrero to the Pacific Coast. In 
places the river rushes along a cleft 
80 narrow that the roadbed wilt have 
to be blasted out of the side of the 
box-cafion, as it was in the Iguala 
Cafion, one of the most ingenious and 
daring pieces of work ever done in 
Mexico. 

Mr. Hampson made a marvelous suc- 
cess in the Iguala Cafion, almost mid- 
way between Cuernavaca and Iguala, 
bullding therein one of the largest 
bridges, if not the largest, in the re- 
—_ and will do the same in the 

isas gorges. for he has the contract 
for all the future work. There would 
be few bridges in the Balsas Cafion 
and the tunnels will be short. The 
maximum curvature will be 9 and the 
maximum grade 1 per cent. In taking 
over the road the Central agrees to 
discharge its liabilities within one year 
from November 1, 1902, in payments 
that sult its convenience. 

In the year 1882, work was com- 
menced on the Cuernavaca road by the 
Mexico and Acapulco Construction 
Company, of which Harry H. Hamp- 
gon is president and genera] manager. 
The work was done by Hampson & 
Smith, a firm composed of Joseph H. 
Hampson and PD. B. Smith, veterans 
tn ratiroad buliding, and who done the 
finest work in the country. They did 
the fret work on the Mexican Central, 
and later the construction work on the 
Cuernavaca, and their work. always 
thorough and conscientious, has given 
a stamp to the Central and 
to the Cuernavaca roads that cannot 
be excelled by any American railroad. 
Col. Hampson was a Kansas City mean, 
as is Ar-hur E. Sti!!iwell, another push- 
railroader. When Hampson & 
Smith took up the work abandoned by 
Gen. Sturm, they assured the govern- 
ment that it could not be carried out. 
Commencing the work In 1894 they fin- 
ished tn 1900 as far as the Balsas. The 
distance built ts 293 kilometers, and the 
bridge across the Balsas. a marvel of 
steel work, put up by Engineer H. H. 
Filley, also of Kansas City, is 400 feet 
lenge. The road is standard gauge. 
There is no broad-gauge road in the 
republic. Both the Central and the 
Cuernavaca are of standard gauge. It 
cost $17,509,000 to build the road to the 
river. including the subvention from 
the Mexican government, and in the 
transfer Col. Hampson cleare himeeif 
and makes a good round sum besides, 
but could not tell me at present how 
much. While he will not be connected 
im an official capacity with the Cuerna- 
vaca road after today, he will have the 
construction of the new line to the 
coast. Whether the Mexico and Aca- 

Censtruction Cempany, of 


his nephew ts the hard-working presi- 
dent, will be dissolved and the work 
done under some other title, is not yet 
settied. But Hampson & Smith will be 
the contractors, which is a sufficient 
guarantee of its fine construction. 

It will take three years to put the 
road through from the Balsas bridge to 
the coast through the cafion, unless in- 
deed Col. Hampson devises some more 
expeditious manner of accomplishing 
the big work. He is a resourceful man 
and his engineering undertakings are 
always a surprise of ingenuity and 
skill. He may put the road through 
in two years. He has also signed the 
contract for the work on the Central's 
west coast extension, in the sum of 
$3,500,000. This is the largest single 
contract ever awarded in Mexico. The 
contract runs from Tuxpan to Colima 
and includes thirteen tunnels and 
seventeen bridges, the longest tunnel 
being 430 feet and the longest bridge 
600 feet. The height of the highest 
bridge is to be 175 feet. This work 
must be dene within twenty-six 
months. The maximum grade will be 
about 2 the minimum 
curve a » with twenty- 

When these two roads are com ed 
the Mexican will have all-rail 
tion of its own from El Paso to the 
City of Mexico, the port of Tampico 
on the Gulf and the ports of Acapulco 
or Zihuatanejo and that of Colima on 
putting all of these 
erminais within easy reach 
United States. 

The local corner on wheat has 
been defeated by fiscal action. en 
the corn famine obtained in Mexico 
speculators who had cornered the 
Mexican corn held it for $12 per carga 
(300 pounds) and the poor people suf- 
fered considerably. Gen. Diaz by a 
drastic measure, quite as energetic as 
that adopted by President Roosevelt 
with the coal operators, issued a de- 
cree exempting American corn from 
import duties, and thus the country 
was soon flooded with it, and the gov- 
ernment thus forced the price down to 
the normal rate of $4 r carga. The 
speculators lost about ,000 in a few 
days, but the people were protected. 
Something similar threatened during 
this week with re t to the wheat 
which has been held up for a short 
time by speculators. So a decree has 
been passed, at instance of the Pres- 
ident, in substance as follows: “That 
in order to obviate the damage aris- 
ing from the scarcity beginning to 
be felt in the stock of native wheat, 
and by virtue of the powers granted 
to the Executive under Art. II of the 
revenue law of May 28, last, the Fx- 
ecutive decrees that the wheat intro- 
duced into the customhouses of the 
republic from the I¢th inst. (today) 
and until March 31, 1903, shall pay a 
duty of 50 cents silver per one hun- 
dred kilograms, gross weight. From 
1, wheat will revert 
o the rate of import duty charged un- 
der Ar& CXLVI of the tariff. 


The financial measure proposed by Fi- 
nance Minister Limantour in view of 
the depreciation of silver, and in con- 
nection with imports to Mexico, as 
reported by ‘me to The Times, by wire 
on the 7th and by mail on the llth, has 
received the approval of the Congres- 
sional committees and will therefore 
soon be a law. A few days ago a 
committee of merchants, composed of 
Messrs. Luis Lavie, Tron, 
Everardo Hegewisch, Luis Barroso, 
Quintin Gutierrez, Carlos Frederick 
and Ricardo Diener, called upon Minis- 
ter Limantour, in representation of 


some modifications of the bill. This 
was on Thursday. The Minister went 
over the ground with them, and con- 
vinced them of the justice of the meas- 
ure, and all opposition thereto van- 
ished. 

In approving the bill, one of the 
members of the Finance Committee of 
the Mexican Congress said to me that 
the bill, as soon as it becomes a law, 
will provide a new basis for collection 
of import duties in view of the depre- 


elation of silver. He added, “It might 
have seemed more simple to increase 


the import duties by 11 per cent., thus | 


producing the extra $3,000,000 required 
at the present time from that source. 
But this system would be uncertain, as 
we cannot tell what exchange will be 


six months from now. If exchange goes | 


down (not very likely) the advance 
from the extra 11 per cent. would be 
unnecessary and therefore onerous on 
the people. It would also have a cer- 
tain sort of fixity, which ts undesirable. 
The idea is not to increase taxation, 
but to meet temporary conditions that 
cause deficiencies. 

This extra charge on importers will 
be really a charge on consumers. It 
will not hurt -the poorer classes, be- 
cause they do not buy foreign goods, 
which are mostly articles of luxury, 
and will sell even under the advanced 
price. Mining and industry will not 
be injured in their requisitions for 
foreign goods that are not dutiable, 
and which represent annually an im- 
portation of $30,000,000, as these will 
not have anything to pay because of 
the projected reforms. Nor is it prob- 
oble that imports will fall off, for 
Mexico is in a very flourishing condi- 
tion, and foreign-made goods are more 
than ever in demand. Furthermore,

are being studied. Last Thursday at | 


the meeting of the Mexican Geograph- 
ical and Statistical Society an interest- 
ing paper was read by Lic. Roberto 
Esteva Ruiz, a lawyer, on the subject, 
“Should Mexico Adopt the Gold Stand- 
ard?’ Sr. Ruiz is in favor of such 
adoption, and sustained his ground with 
an extensive pdper, which is to be pub- 
lished by the society. Among otner 
things he ealid that a poor country 
should not select a gold basis, for it 
would go bankrupt. [ts salvation de- 
pends upon Its solvency, which can be 
maintained only by sustaining a silver 
basis. 

In the case of a country considered of 
middle class, like Mexico, and which ts 
still on a silver basis, it ts different 
We use for a basis a metal depreciated 
in foreign markets, where all is on a 
gold footing. Despite current opinion, 
our agriculture and our industries do 
evffer from this condition. One proof 
is that wages are Stationary, while we 
have to buy foreicm articles at a&- 
vanced prices. It is not exact that our 
expogis raised on f silver basis and ex- 
pended on that af goid, bring a larg: 
profit. If we parallel products there 
will always be a balance againsi us 
Mexico may pay with silver for one 
article. but many articies rise in value 
by reason of the depreciation of the 
white meta!, and in view of the smal! 
wages paid we have to make bigger 
efforts to pay for what we use.

Abogado Christiano Llustrado, and the 
latter, the Evangelist, being now con- 
solidated under the title of El “Apolo- 
gista Cristiano, which will hereafter 
appear as a handsome  twelve-page 
paper, finely illustrated. Both papers 
are even now considered among the 
finest in point of typography in the 
country. The Methodists occupy hand. 
some modern buiidijngs, of American 
architecture. 

The governmental] offices are putting 
in linotypes. At present only the Mex- 
ican Herald and Imparciai use them, 
but they will soon be set up in other 
offices as well. 


The Mexican newspapers are discuss- 
ing the brutal practice of bullfights, 
aroused thereto by the accident that 
befell the fighter Parrae at last Sun- 
day's performance. As long as the poor 
horses are maimed and killed and the 
bulls are slaughtered scientifically, the 
people seem to be satisfied, but when 
the bulifighters themselves are horned 
and killed, the howl commences. It is 
a constant struggle between civiliza- 
tion and barbarity. It is scarcely a 
less cruel practice than of the human 
sacrifices in Rome during the days of 
Nero, and as long as a people feeds 
upon such bloody spectacles those peo- 
pie will reflect the cruelty and the 
ferocity of the same. Curiously 
enough, the managers of the bull- 
fights find they can draw large crowds 
of spectators during the tourist sea- 
s0n, Americans coming to Mexico 
think they must see at least one fight 
so they can tell their friends about it. 
Many attempts have been made to put 
a stop to the demoralizing sport, but 
it is as yet too firmly rooted in the 
popular heart to be dislodged. 


In a few days, the English language, 
in accordance with the decree of Sep- 
tember 10, is to be made obligatory in 
the Nationa] Preparatory College, to be 
taught theré systematically and prac- 
ticaily. The decree says: ‘The pro- 
fessors of the English must give all 
preference to teach the disciples to speak 
that language, and to instruct the 
students in the acquisition of a vocabu- 
lary and phraseology sufficient for its 
daily use and for the expression of 
ordinary events and. general necessi- 
ties." The decree define’s the oral sys- 
tem as that which must be followed 
in the class and that no language must 
be apoken during the lesson hours 
other than the English. It is beginning 
to be considered that the English is 
necessary for business in Mexico as 
well as Spanish. It is only about eight 
years since President Diaz made 
obligatory the education of the Mexican 
Indians, millions of whom, at that 
time, did not even know the Spanish. 
Now another step is taken, in the great 
National Preparatory College, a step 
to be taken in other schools as soon as 
practicable. 


The Mexican Consul at San Fran- | 
cisco has reported to the Foreign Of- |

CAUGHT WITH THE GOODS. 


Two Burglars Captured With Plun- 


der Which They Had Stolen but a 


Few Hours Before. 


Louis Alauzet, who is well known by 
the police, and who has been under ar- 
rest many times, and Louis Welch, a 
youth of 19, are prisoners in the City 
Jail, charged with burglary. The cir- 
cumstances of their capture and the 
confession of the latter leave no doubt 
as to their guilt.

In the 
wagon he found several hundred 
pounds of brass fittings and 900 grain 
sacks in bales, but at that time the 
officers did not know where these 
goods had been stolen. .Alauget as- 
eerted that he had bought ihem, and 
in this statement he was supported 
by Welch until late yesterday after- 
noon, when the boy weakened and told 
the whole story. He stated that they 
had driven first to the plant of the 
West Coast Fertilizer Company on the 
San Fernando road and. removed all 
the brass fittings and faucets they 
could find. They then Jrové to the 
warehouse of the Mater Fertilizer Com- 
pany and took the sacks, seme of 
which were still branded with the 
name of the owner. Even after the 
confession of his companion Atavzet 
would say nothing. It is yrobable 
that because of his youth ond the fret 
that he has made a confession the 
case against Welch may rot ce prose- 
cuted.

Notorious George Neustadt Dies of 
Pneumonia at the County Hospital 
While Awaiting Trial for Felony.

R:joinder to a Nameless Altorney 
"The Advocates Draw Legal Knives 
to Gouge Out Objeciors’ Eyes Out.

REJOINDER. 

N A recent and widely-circulated 

attack by a “modest” and name- 

less attorney, upon the principle of 
direct legislation, it was asserted that 
a decision of the Supreme Court, ex- 
parte Anderson, delivered August 26, 
1901, deait the principle of direct legis- 
lation a staggering blow. Thereby in- 
tending to induce voters of Los An- 
geles to refrain from voting for the 
oe and referendum Amendment 

o. 12. 

The following letter shows that his 
statements and inferences concerning 
the decision of the Supreme Court 
are not only misleading, because of the 
partial statement of truth, but abso- 
lutely false, as far as his main premise 
is concerned: 

LETTER OF THREE LAWYERS. 

To the Direct Legislation League of 


. California and Municipal League of 


Los Angeles: We are familiar with 
the Supreme Court decision ex parte 
Anderson, Vol. 134, C.R., page 69, Au- 
@eust 26, 1901, in which it has been 
claimed the principle of the initiative 
and referendum has been declared ‘ 
constitutional, ang find that not only 
is there no expression the court; 
doubting the constitutionality of the 
referendum proper, but, on the con- 
trary, its constitutionality is assumed 
in the following words: 

“While the State recognizes in va- 
rious forms the right of the electors 
to a voice in controlling the subject 
matter of legisiation’’ (Referendum 
vote by the people upon State con- 
stitutional amendments bond issues, 
etc.,) with reference to the initiative 
it goes on to say: 

“This is the first instance where the 
absolute and uncontrolled power of 
legisiation is taken away from the leg 
islative body, to which heretofore it 
has always been confided, and has 

n bestowed upon the electors (the 
initiative,) and further it may be re- 
marked that there is nothing in the 
Constitution of the State expressly au- 
thorizing this kind of legislation.” 

Since then State Constitutional 
Amendment No. 6 has been adopted 
by vote of the people, which does ex- 
pressiy authorize this kind of legisla- 
tion by the people, independent of 
their legislative body, in the fgllowing 
words: 

“City charters in towns of over 
thirty-five hundred people may . be 
amended at intervals of not less than 
two years whenever 15 per cent. of 
the qualified voters of the city shall 
petition the legislative authority 
thereof to submit any proposed amend- 
ment or amendments to the sald char- 
ter to the qualified voters thereof for 
approval—the jegislative authority 


thereof must submit the same. Ip sub- 
mitting any such charter or amend- 
ments thereto, any @lternate article 


or proposition may be presented for 
the choice of the voters, and may be 
voted upon separately, without preju- 
dice to the others.” 

We find, therefore, that since t 
ex parte Anderson decision was ren- 
dered in the Supreme Court we now 
can find in the State Constitution an 
amendment distinctly conferring upon 
the people of a city, absolutely Inde- 
pendent of their legislative body, the 
power to propose amendments (which 
are simply basic laws) for the govern- 
ment of themselves. 

Furthermore, upon this principle 
(the initiative) the Supreme Cvurt, 
instead of giving it a “staggering 
blow,” distinctly and expressly states 
as follows in the same decision—ex 
parte Anderson. 

“In the case at bar, however, it Is 
to be borne in mind that the right 
to make any and all laws, such as 
heretofore the Supervisors could make, 
is directly conferred upon the people. 
That this is a startling innovation 


the*governmenta!l system recog- 


nized in this State since its earliest 
existence is at once apparent, but 
whether or not the legislature has 
the power so to do is a question, the 
determination of which ‘nay be de- 


ferred until some later occasion. It will 
call for determination when the, ques- 
tion is fairly presented under Ylegis- 


lation well advised and maturely con- 
sidered.” 

The decision of the court in the meas- 
ure before them, ex parte Anderson, 
is based upon the fact that the bill 
was imperfectly drawn. and dd not 
take away from the Board of Supervi- 
sors of the county the power to repeal 
the people. but 
notwithstanding this defect Chief Jus- 
tice Beatty dissents from the decision 
of the court in the following lancuage: 

“Tl dissent: The Constitution, Article 
XI, section 2. makes a direct grant to 
make 


every county of the power to 
and enforce within its limits all such 
local police. sanitarv and other regula- 


tion as shall not conflict with the gen- 


eral laws. This grant to the counties 
of the power of local leelslation is, of 
course. a grant to the peovle of the 


respective counties. How are they to 
exercise a power, whether tn their pri. 
mary capacity by voting at the polls. 
as in the case of the adoption of a 
State Constitution or of amendments 
thereto or by their chosen representa- 
tives in Boards of Supervisore, is purely 
a matter of legisla‘ive recu'ation, and I 
cannot see how it is possible on any 
principle of constitutional construction 
to deny the Le«islature the power to 
confer upon the qualified voters of the 
respective counties the richt to make 
local laws which will be valid an ef- 
fective within their territorial Imits. 
I think the ordinance is in every re- 
spect valid. 
This decision. therefore. first. not only 
does not decide against the consti u- 
tionality of the principle?’ of the refer- 
endum. but confirms it unanimously: 
second, the court absolutely refused to 
pass upon the constitutionality of the 
prniciple of the initiative (it has since. 
however, become constitutional a« far 
as initietine ‘rents to city char- 
ters.) Finally. Chief Justice Beatty un- 
qualifiedivy and in the most emphetic 
manner asserts hie bellef.in the coneti- 
tutionality of the initiative and refer- 
efdum.

ARGUMENT 


oF 
HAYNES 
is to be expected from one who 
Just discovered a decision that had 
been rendered fifteen months ago. and 
which had been referred to and care- 
fully studied by the framers of the city 
charter amendment. No. 12, initiative 
and referendum, he raised a few ob- 
jJections on his own account, which are 
as ancient and illogical as his recent 
discovery. His objections in his own 
words are: 

“Briefly stated, the objections I have 
to the system are that it will result in 
much turmoil and the presentation of 
poorly-drawn and nonsensical legisia- 
tion. That it will subject the city to 
great expense for special elections. a d 
will inaugurate a practice not in ac- 
cord with the principles of our wisely- 
found, long-tried, successful and excel- 
lent form of government.” 

Of course, when the vague theories of 
a nameless, but “modest” attorney con- 
flict with facts and experience they do 
not have much weight. 

Many of the New England towns. 
some of them numbering from ten 
thousand to twenty thousand inhabi- 
tants. have been governed by the prin- 
ciple of direct legislation since their or- 
ganization. and the principle has been 
in use in New England since the land- 
ing of the Mayflower. 

Switzerland during the last forty 
years has used direct legislation in 
cities, cantons, and States. It has been 
a part of the organic law of South Da- 
kota since 1897. The Governor of that 
State. who was opposed to its Iintroduc- 
tion at the time. now says: “Since these 
referendum laws have been a part o/ 
our Constitution, we have no charter 
mongers nor railway especulators. no 
wild-cat schemes submitted to our L g- 
islature®. Formerly our time wag occu- 
pied by speculative schemes of one kind 
or another; but since the  refer- 
endum has been a part of the 
Constitution these people do not 
press their schemes on the Leg- 
islature. and hence there is no neces- 
= for having recourse to the referen- 

um.” 

NO RECOURSE TO RBFERENDUM. 

The special point to note is that in 
South Dakota it has never been used. 
It has been a part of the organic law 
of San Francisco for four years. The 
referendum has never yet been used 
there. and the initiative but once, and 
in that case, although the petition had 
sufficient signatures to secure a specia! 
election. the signers knowing that their 
proposed Jaw would be less Iikely to 
carry if sented at a special election. 
because of the expense. had the law 
voted upon at a general election, which 
would, of course, be no extra expense 
to the city. 

SPECIFIC POINTS. 

This proposed law was not a desirable 
one, and the people of San Francisco 
by a-—fandsome majority promptly 
voted it down. The actual workings 
of direct legislation in San Francisco 
and South Dakota show clearly three 
things.

North Dakota and South Dakota, as 
before mentioned, the initiative and 
referendum, having been in existence 
several years, have never been used, 
with the one exception mentioned. 

Direct legislation therefore acts as a 
prevent. e of vicious legislation more 
through its potentiality than through 
its actual use. 

We call attention to the fact that 
Oregon, a Republican Staterby a large 
majority, has recently introduced into 
its Constitution a most radical and 
binding digect legielation amendment 
by a vote of 60,000 for to 5000 against; 
passing through the Legislature of Ore- 
gon by a vot® of 200 for and 7 against. 

Direct legisiation measures have 
passed the Legisiattfes of [tah and 
Nevada, and will soon be su itted to 
the people. J 

A direct legislation measure passed 
the lower house of Massachusetts by a 
vote of 153 for to 1 against, and the 
friends of direct legislation have every 
reason to believe that six more’ States 
will soon be added to the direct legisia-

HURRIED INVESTIGATION BY THE 
SENATE COMMITTEE. 


Three Days Spent Looking Over the 
Territory—One Member Openly Favors 
Admission, Others are Non-Committal. 
Bill Soon Coming Up. 


rRPONDENCE OF THR TIMPAS 
PHOENIX (Ariz.) Nov. 20.—Senator 
Beveridge and colleagues of the Serna- 
torial Sub-Committee on Statehood 
investigation have come and gone. 
Their meteoric course through Ari- 
zona started at Ash Fork. It had 
been intended to visit the Grand 
Cafion, but a hitch was found at Wil- 
Hams regarding transportation ar- 
rangements. An evening, night and 
morning were spent at Prescott, Mon- 
day afternoon was spent in a visit to 
the Congress mine, where the party 
was shot down to the deepest work- 
ings, 3000 feet under ground. That 
evening Phoenix was reached. The 
party had anticipated leaving by 
noon the next day, but was pre 
vailed upon to stay until the nexg 
evening and.to accept a reception 
tendered by the Board of Trade and 
citizens.

A canvass 
of some of their places yesterday 
showed that many of them were not 
only without means of delivery, but 
actually hadn't “the goods” in any 
ease, Several fuel men in the south- 
western part of the city were com- 
pelled to refuse all orders until they 
could lay in a supply themselves. 

Said one of these men yesterday: 
“When the first of the cold days came

I did a big business. The second 
I found my stock running 
now 1 am almost’ without fuel for my 
own stoves, not because there isn't 
any coal, but because everybody wants 
it at once, and there aren't teamsters 
enough to get around.” 

A tirm in the fuel business near the 
business district was making big 
money selling sawed-up lumber, which 
thev had purchased from old and dis.

UR POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Credit to whom credit is due. The 
city of Los Angeles has today as ef- 
ficient a police department as can be 
found anywhere in the United States, 
if not anywhere in the world, in a city 
of its size. Under the wise and con- 
scientious management of Chief Elton, 
the efficiency of the force has been 
steadily increased, discipline has been 


‘maintained, and the coirdination so es- 


sential to success in the conduct of the 
department has been secured. 

When the present Chief of Police was 
appointed, and for months thereafter, 
during the most trying period of his 
incumbency, he was made the target 
for unjust attacks and unmerited abuse 
by certain newspaper writers who were 
inspired solely by malice. These at- 
tacks were so clearly malignant and 
unfounded that, so far from injuring 
the person against whom they were di- 
rected, they served rather to raise him 


in the estimation of all fair-minded 
citizens. The Times, from the first,

The salary of the Chief of Police is 
fixed at $3000 per year, being the same 
as that of Superintendent of Streets, 
the City Engineer, the City Auditor, the 
City Health Officer, and the City Tax 
and License Collector. Captains of po- 
lice are given $150 per month, lieuten- 
ants and detectives $125, and sergeants 
$115. The amendment provides that 
each patrolman shall receive $75 per 
month during his first year of service 
as a regular policeman, $83.33 1-3 per 
month during his second year of serv- 
ice, $91.66 2-3 per month during his 
third year of service, and $100 per 
month thereafter. | 

An afternoon paper—the same sheet, 
in fact, which published the uncalied- 
for and malicious attacks upon Chief 
Elton at the time and following his ap- 
pointment—has raised a feeble hue- 
and-cry to the effect that these pro- 
posed salaries are “too high.” They 
are not too high to secure good and ef- 
ficient men on the police force. We 
want no other kind of men in that im- 
portant service. To secure inferior 
men, and pay them inferior wages, 
would be the most costly “economy” 
imaginable. Wages in nearly all in- 
dustries have materially advanced 
within the past two years, and many 
workmen of indifferent skill are now 
receiving higher wages than it is pro- 
posed to pay policemen. But, aside 
from this question of relative wages, 
the above schedule for patrolmen is 
none too high, provided the efficiency 
of the service be maintained at a high 
standard, as it should and must be. 

The city does nat want a patrolman 
whose services are not worth §900 the 
first year, $1000 the second year, $1100 
the third year, and $1200 pér year there- 
after. A man who is incapable of 
earning these salarfés is not competent 
to serve the city as a policeman at any 
price. 

The intelligent voters of Los Angeles 
will doubtless take this view of the 
matter when they come to vote upon 
the question. Proposed Charter Amend- 
ment No. 4 should certainly receive a 
handsome indorseement at the polls one 
week from tomorrow.

Als» 
that Shafer & Barry, on discharging 
Potter, expressed regret at the neces- 
sity, and gave him a letter of recom- 
mendation as “a good mechanic. willing 
to work for his employers’ interests.” 

It appears from the letter sent to 
Potter's employers that it is contrary 
to the natfonal bylaws of the organiza- 
tion from which he was expelled for 
a member to belong to the National 
Guard.

MPORTANT DEALS IN 
-OIL LANDS BREWING. 


SYNDICATE AFTER PROPERTIES IN 
WHITTIER FIELD. 


Attempt Being Made to Form Gigan- 
tic Consolidation of Northern Pro- 
,@ucers—Prices Better in Sunset— 
Coalinga Wants Pipe Line—Stock 
Movement. 


Capitalists with ample means to their 
credit and an abundance of faith in 
the petroleum industry in this State 
are planning to acquire valuable hold- 
ings in ope of the Southern California 
oll fields. 

Al eir movements have been 
closely ed, it can be stated upon 
reliable authority that a deal of con- 
siderable importance will probably be 
closed this week. Representatives of 
the syndicate spent considerable time 
in the Whittier field last week, and 
it is understood, have practically 
closed options for some of the valuable 
producing property in that section. 

It is the intention of the syndicate 
to engage in the oi: business on a large 
scale, and Whittier seems to offer the 
best field for operations. Among other 
plans it is the intention to erect a large 
refinery for the manufacture of as- 

ltum and byproducts. The oll of the 
ittier field is well ptedfor re- 
fining and being close to the local mar- 
ket, offers other advantages that have 
not been overlooked by the prospective 
purchasers. 

From New York comes word of still 
another deal of interest to the oil in- 
dustry. According to information re- 
ceived by one of tne largest land hold- 
ers in the Midway field, Gen. W. H. H. 
Mart has succeeded in interesting 
eastern capital in an enterprise which 
is practically a gigantic consolidation 
including many of the oil producers of 
the northern oil fields. He has formed 
what is known as the Oil Securities 


Company. ° 
The plans of the corporation are far 


 peaching, besides the erection of a pipe 


line along the west side of the San 
Joaquin Valley to tidewater, it is also 
the intention to erect a refinery near 
San Francisco. Of course plans are 
still in the crude, but Gen. Hart is 
paid to be sure of a large backing and 
is confident of carrying out the plan 
as proposed. 

The properties so far arranged for 
that may be taken in the combine con- 
sist of 1200 acres in the Kern River 
field, 1600 acre son the west side includ- 
ing holdings in Sunset, Midway and 
McKittrick fields, 640 acres in the 
Coalinga district, and 12,000 acres in 
Alaska. This property represents a 
production of close to 200,000 barrels of 
ofl a month. 

Developments in this important un- 
Gertaking will be watched for with 
interest. 


SUNSET OIL SELLS HIGH. 


The highest price paid for ofl in the 
Sunset district since the slump was 
received last week by a lucky well 
owner. who closed an important con- 
tract for one year. the price named be- 
ing 27 cents a barrel.

_ Turkey in a deplorable condition was 
Giscovered by Meat Inspector Hughes 
yesterday. In consequence the supply 
for Thanksgiving dinners is somewhat 
less than was originally intended. A 
ecarioad of fowls was overhauled at the 
plant of the Ice and Cold Storage Com- 
pany and sad inroads made in the ship- 
Ment. 

Inspector Hughes condemned 2822 
pounds of turkeys, 4400 pounds of 
chickens and fifty pounds of ducas. 

The fowls were shipped from Kansas 
City by the Armour Packing Company, 
and arrived “green,” and unfit for table 
Use. Out of the carioad 203 cases were 
condemned. It took the inspector an 
entire day to overhaul the stock and 
Separate the good from the bad turkeys. 

With this exception, it is stated by 
Inspector Hughes that the shipments 
of fowls are ubove the average. The 
Thanksgiving fow!s are in good condi- 
tion. Comparatively a smali amount of 
Meat has been condemned during the 
last few months, and the markets are 
Said to be in excellent shape.

Other Reforms in View | 


ONDON, Nov. 13.—Dignity, pomp 

and etiquette are particularly 

strong points with the seventh Ed- 
ward, and woe betide any light-minded 
subject who overlooks the smallest de- 
tail of dress or deportment in the royal 
presence—that is, woe betide al] such 
subjects save one. There is a single ex- 
ception who can, and does, take liber- 
ties for which even little Prince Ed- 
ward, grandson-heir to the throne of 
the British Empire, would be soundly 
spanked and put to bed if he dreamed 
of such conduct. 

The exception is Jack, a stray Irish 
terrier, who strolled into Marlborough 
House one day, not long ago, adopted 
the King without leave and without 
ceremony, took charge of His Majesty 


Empire ever since. By attending 
closely to business, exhibiting himself 
to the public on every possible occasion, 
and never letting the King out of his 
sight if it can be helped Jack has

FREAKS OF 
OUR FLORA. 


Rare Sago Palm Bloomed 
at Court house. 


Wrong Notions Aboui 
Century Plant. 


Guatemala’ and Nicaraguo 
Furnish Most Extraor- 
dinary Vegetation. 


In the grounds of the Los Angeles 
Courthouse may have been seen, a few 
weeks ago, a sago palm in bloom. The 
paim is still there, but the flower has 
since been bottled in alcohol as a 
curiosity; and although its present 
whereabout is unknown it is surmised 
that the indefatigable secretary of the 


Chamber of Commerce hag captured it 
for his exhibit. 

If it were generally understood how 
rare a sight, in the United States, Is 
the sago palm, there would be pil- 
grimages not a few to the lion-guarded 
inclosure on the hill. 

Although one cannot but be impressed 
by the gardener’s triumphant asser- 
tion that never before in this country, 
and outside the favored city of Los 
Angeles, has a sago palm—a rea] sago— 
been induced to flower, careful inspec- 
tfon of the blossom-sheaf would not 
seem to warrant the enthusiasm dis- 
played over its advent. 

The blossom of the sago palm, like 
that other freak, the blossom of the 
century plant, is devoid of beauty. To 
sum it up in the words of an old lady, 
a tourist, who, immediately on her 
arrival in Southern California, de- 
manded to be shown a century plant in 
biossom: “So it took it a hundred 
years to do that! Well, it isn’t much 
to look at.” 

We are told: “The sago palm grows 
in Ceram, the west coast of New 
Guinea, Sumatra, Borneo, Celebes, Ti- 
mor, Buro and other islands of the In- 
dian Archipelago.” When the biogra- 
phy of the sago palm was written, the 
biographer had not heard of our 


Angeles palm, evidently. 

- We are further told that: *“In many 
of these islands, sago is the chief ar- 
ticle of food. The sago is first a 
shrub, with several upright green 
branches, which, at their lower parts, 
are covered with thorns. After three 
years these branches form one stem, 
and the thorns gradually disappear. 


.The tree attains a height of from forty 
ito sixty feet. 


It first blooms when 10 
to 15 years old.” 
THE CENTURY PLANT. 
The theory that a century plant 
flowers once in a hundred years—and 
the idea is prevalent to a greater ex- 


tent than one would suppose—is erro- 


neous. When 8 or 10 years old, the 
bulb swells with juice and sends up a 


Guatemala, and may be seen at No. 
309 South Spring street. 

The flower is called the “Rose of 
Hell” by the fanciful Guatemalan, 
who, In the light of recent happenings, 
may be said to have chosen a singu- 
larly appropriate name for the weird 
growths. The specimens were secured 
with much difficulty by Mr. Delany, 
who sought them in their habitat—the 
the crevases.on the sides of Mt. Agna. 

This blossom, oddly beautiful, Is com- 
posed of four concave petals, fluted 
and frilled like the petals of a petunia. 
But the gorgeous coloring of the petu- 
nia is lacking, as is also the perfume. 
A strange, scentiess thing, a wooden 
flower “indented with lires that follow 
each other in the most delicate tracery, 
like the veins fm the petals of a bilos- 
som.” Such is the “Rose of Hell.” 

The outside of the petals, or dtvte 
sions, are smooth, and the stem, usual- 
ly “about a foot in length, is also 
smooth. and covered with bark. Flower 
and stem are brown, and as devoid of 
sap as if they had been grown on the 
seared lip of Santa Maria herself. 

The tree which produces the flower 
attains great size. The Indians have 
known of this freak of nature for a 
long time. It is associated, in their 
minds, with the flery vengeance of 
the voleano; hence, the name.

In Mexico, the plant is not allowed 
to flower, for the plant that goes to 
seed produces no pulque, and pulque, 
from a Mexican standpoint, is every- 
thing that a tipple should be. 

When the bulb of the maguey ma- 
tures it is scooped out, and a hole the 
size of a water bucket is made in the 
heart of the plant. Into this cavity 
the juice exudes, and is taken out 
three times a day for three months, 
averaging 120 gallons during the life 
of the p'ant. 

The plant itse!f is put to various 
uses; the fiber of the leaf beaten and 
spun, is turned into thread: twisted, 
it becomes rope: by other processes it 
is made into paper, cloth, brushes, 


etc.

tion of the sound he found the ned 
beast enmeshed in a network of leaf- 
less vines, resembling somewhat the 
branches of the weeping willow, but 
almost black In color and covered with 
a viscid gum. With his keen-bladed 
knife the botanist strove to free the 
animal, but to no purpose; the tough, 
fleshy fiber resisted his efforts. To his 
amazement he saw that the dog’s skin 
was puckered in spots, and his body 
covered with blood. It then dawned 
upon him that he had discovered a 
blood-sucking plant. 

He refrained from further efforts to 
release the animal, as the vine wound 
itself about his fingers like serpents, 
and to break loose from its hold was 
to sacrifice the skin, and even the flesh 
on his hands. 3 

The gum exuding from the plant was 
of a grayish-green color, tenacious, 
and possessed of an animal odor which 
was very offensive. “The Snare of the 
Devil,” as it is called by the natives, 
is found in low, wet places, and nor- 
mally resembles a tangle of dry, dead 
vines. The botanist ascertained that 
the plant’s power of suction lay in its 
countless mouths or suckers, which 
closed after the reception of food. 

“POLECAT LILY.” 

No whit less strange a growth was 
found recently by an Italian botanist 
in the mountains of Sumatra. It was 
of the same family as the beautiful 
Ethiopiah lily, but the lily would surely 
have blushed to own the relationishp. 
The plant emitted a smell as strong 
and offensive as that of a polecat. 

A tuber measuring many feet in cir- 
cumference was secured, but so power- 
ful was the odor emitted that no one 
could be induced to transport the prize 
over the mountains. The botanist had 
to satisfy himself with the seeds of the 
plant, which were red, and about the 
size of olives. These he sent to Kew 
Garden; they were planted, and in due 
time leaf-stalks nearly ten feet long 
were developed. The leaves were near- 
ly fifty feet in circumference, and the 
spadix of the flower six feet in height. 

Fifty thousand dollars was the price 
paid, a few years ago, for an orchid 
grown under the most grewsome cir- 
cumstances. The ephant Moth Ore 
chid is an exquisite flower, but grown 
as this one was—in a human skull, 
filling the holes of the nostrils and 
branching Yrom the eye sockets, the 
sieht of it inspires aversion rather 
than admiration. 

These gorgeous flowers are found in 
New Guinea, where they are grown on 
the dead bodies of the natives. From 
this mase of corruption eprings a flower 
so delicate, so wonderful in coloring, 
that one marvels at its beauty. 

A South American orchid, known as. 
“El Espiritu Santo,” or Holy Ghost 
plant, might also be termed a floral 
freak. In the waxen cup of each flowe= 
is a perfectly-formed figure of a dove 
with wings outspread. On the breast 
are purple splotches, supposed to repree 
sent blood.

James K. Hackett has been talking 
to reporters about his independent 
starring career, and the Independent 
Booking Agency which he and other 
Stars have organised in order to,be 
free from the trammels and the bad 
management of the syndicate. He says: 


“We already have 500 theaters 


throughout the country in accord with 
us, and so far we will be able to 
fill in sixteen good weeks for these 
houses. or at least those playing the 
week stands, or for a longer period. 
We are not operating in opposition to 
anyone, and though the Independent 
Agency is sometimes referred to as a 
rival syndicate to the one controlling 
the theaters now, nothing could be a 
bigger error. Our business is entire- 
ly conducted for the benefit of those 
attractions and theaters which have 
taken up with us, and without any 
idea of opposition to anyone. We sim- 
ply have started this movement as a. 
matter of principle, and, of course, 
anyone dissatisfied with the prevail- 
ing conditions has the right to strike 
out for himself if he cares to. 
“Speaking for myself I have no hes-— 
itancy in saying that my motives were 
purely a matter of principle.

To this end experiments are be- 
ing carried out in Germany with shrap-

The new articles of war for the Ger- 
man army, superseding thore issued in 
October, 1872, have just been pronrul- 
gated. As many of the soldiers do not 
understand Cierman, the articles have 
beef translated into Lithuanian, Po,ieh, 
Danish and French. This very lengthy 
document exhorts the army to maintain 
the dignity of the profession by bravery 
in war, by obedience in peace, and by 
love of the throne and country. Article 
4 vays that in proportion to the soldier's 
capability and knowledge is the way to 
the highest army posts open. A pension 
or civil-service appointment is prom- 
ised to time-expired and wounded men. 
With a view to furnishing spectacles 
free to British and native troops in 
India, where, by their aid, soldiers suf- 
fering from defects of vision would be- 
come efficient, the Comimander-in-Chief 
has called on medical officer® to report 
how many men will require glasses, and 
the cost per annum. In 1784 Volney de- 
clared that of every hundred persons 
in the streets of Cairo twenty were 
blind, and ten one-eyed, while twenty 
mofe had some disease of the eyes. In 
1804 about 2000 British soldiers returned 
blind to England. Thanks to hygiente 
improvements, the English army of oc- 
cupation suffers hardly at all now from 
ophthalmia.

Speer’s experience has especially fitted 
him to speak on the subject of mis- 
sions, and his treatment of the ques- 
tions invoived is many-sided and able. 
A very considerable portion of the book 
is occupied with missionary policy in 
China and other parts of Asia—the 
rights and responsibilities of the mis- 
sionaries, and the kind of men needed 
for the places. After duly weighing 
arguments, the author declares 
himself a warm friend of the missions 
and regards them as only a fulfillment 
of Christian duty. He urges that, in 
consideration of what Christianity has 
done in the countries where it has pre- 
vailed, the watchword of the church 
should be “The Evangelization of the 
World in This Generation.” “Go ye into«s 
all the world,” said Christ; “Witness 
unto me, even unto the uttermost parts 
of the earth.” “The speedy bringing of 
the world to Christ is a consequence,” 
writes Mr. Speer: “the speedy taking of 
Christ to the world is the necessery 
preliminary. The world cag never be 
brought to Christ until Christ is first 
bmought to the world. It is vain to 
ask God for the one until we have done 
the other.”

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PROTECTION FOR CHILDREN. 
NE of the deplorable weaknesses of our lays is 
QO their failure to afford proper cere for chiléren who 
are without the adequate protection of homes and 


home influences. A sense of this wealemess has led to a 


movement in this State for “the control, education and 
protection of dependent, delinquent and incorrigible chil- 
dren.” The bill to be introduced in the next Legisla- 
ture to further this purpose has already been outlined 
and its merits commented upon in The Times. —_ 

The interest which is beginning to manifest itaelf in 
this subject warrants reference to a somewhat similar 
movement now in progress in New South Wales. A bill 
is now before the Parliament of that State to enable the 
authorities to care for Children who are habitually neg- 
lected. The bill, according to a communication just 
received by The Times from Sydney, gives power to any 
Constable to apprehend a “neglected child” and take 
him to a “receiving beuse” until he shall have been 
dealt with by the court. In order to keep the child as 
free as possible from the contaminating influences of 
the police courts, the bill provides for the establishment 
of a special children’s court, and requires that this shall 
be held at some place separate from the Police Court; if 
possible, in close proximity to the receiving house. When 
a child is brought before the court the stipendiary mag- 
istrate who constitutes the court has to decide upon the 
evidence whether he shall commit the child to the cus- 
tody of the State Children’s Relief. Board, to a reform- 
atory or industrial school, or to a private industrial 
echool. ° 

The State Children’s Relief Board is made the guar- 
dian of all State children, whether they are boarded out 
under the immediate control of the board or committed 
to an institution. It ts intended that this beard shall 
stand in loco parentis to all State children, and shall so 
dispose of such children as it shall seem most con- 
ducive to their moral and material welfare. 

Provision Is also made for day industrial schools for 
the benefit of children whose parents have to work dur- 
ing the day and are in this manner prevented from ex- 
ercising proper parental care of their children, but who 
are, nevertheless, desirous and otherwise capable of per- 
forming the functions of parents. It is proposed to 
allow the parent to bring his child to one o° these schools 
at any hour be’ore § in the morning, and to take him 
a@way at any time after 6 p.m. During the hours he 
spends at school the child is to be taught and fed, a small 
charge being made to the parents to defray the cost of 
meals while by his spending the nights with his parents 
the home ties will not be broken nor the home influence 
lost. 

Provision for smaller children ts made’ in the same 
bil! by proposed “nursery schools,” or créches. These 
are to be institutions where women who have to work 
by day can leave their inant children to be attended to. 

It is distinctly stated that neither of these institutions 
is to be in any sense penal in character, and admission 
to them is to be granied by certificate from the Minister 
of Public Instruction. They are primarily intended for 
the care and protection of children who need attention, 
but are not criminals. Children found guilty of crime or 
who prove uncontrollable at these schools, may be seit 
to a reformatory, on anplication‘of the Minister of Pub- 
lic Instruction.

Wales by the provisions of. which neglected children 
could be placed under supervision of approved private 
institutions, these institutions being under strict super- 
visien of State authority, but while this law has been 
copied in other Australian States and become operative 
there, it has not been put into force in New South Wales, 

It may be taken as significant of the moral awaken- 
ing of the dawn of the twentieth century that in two 
States so widely separated as California and New South 
Wales there should be simultaneously felt the impulse 
to care for those who in a few years will form an im- 
portant factor in the political, intellectual and moral 
progress of the world. 


REFORMING THE DRAMA. 
e NEW YORK. ‘here has been formed, under the 


leadership of certain well-known clergymen, an or- 

ganization for the purification of the stage. That 
the stage would be appreciably benefited by a cleansing 
process is a fact evident enough to its most devoted 
friends, as well as to its enemies; but the question Is 
how the organization mentioned intends going about to 
accomplish so large and unpleasant an unJertaking. 
For there are parts of the stage—dark and noisome 
nooks and corners—in which no ordinary cleansing 
materials will avail; they have been so long neglected 
and have accumulated such an amount of moral filth, 
that nothing less than fire or quicklipe will meet their 
case. This has been abundantly proved by pat effor.s 
for their renovation—which have, for the most part, 
succeeded only in stirring up unsavory aromas and 
making the bacilli of moral leprosy and plague more 
vigorous and active. Who in New York, or in the 
country at large, for that matter, wields a stronger 
dramatic influence than William Winter, and when 
has a salacious play visited the metropolis that he has 
not applied all the strong and cutting acids of his in- 
vective to the task of suppression? Yet for all the 
effect he seems to have produced, he might very nearly 
as well have been the old woman of the nursery rhyme 
who aspired to sweep the cloud cobwebs from the sky 
with an ordinary broom. Have the gentlemen of the or- 
ganization in question an effective quicklime ready—and 
who is going to apply it? 

This is a matter in which the better class of actors are 
as deeply interested as the better class of theater goers. 
Yes, and more interested. Year after year actors of high 
dramatic ability and love of the true art of acting have 
been forced to play the clown or face finance al ruin. 
Year after year stars more tenacious of purpose than 
others, or better equipped financially, have fought the 
dark hosts of ‘discouragement to offer the pubic higa- 
class dramas which the great mass of the pudl-c did not | 
want. 

Ay, there’s the rub. For behind the shoulder of all 
the managers stands as dictator the Pubiic, whi poring 
—a stage whisper—what it wants. It is useless to say 
that the public is having forced on it a lower grade of | 
dramas than it demands, as long as the salacious p'ays 
draw the crowd. Granted that a large number of people | 
go ont of mere curiosity, to see whether the play is as | 
bad as represented, and observe how the rst of the | 
audience take it—with the excellent intention, perhaps, 
of finally condemning it—there are a large number of 
people in New York, and a very considerable number in 
some other cities, to have their curiosity gratified—and 
in the meantime the box-office receipts mount up and 
the other theaters suffer correspondingly. it is to be | 
suspected, too, that many of the people who go merely 
out of curiosity feel obliged to attend a second, or oc- 
casionally evem a third time, in order to make cure of 
their impressions: at least, the salacious pays never 
lack an audience. 

The real solution of the difficulty, like the final so- 
lution of the question ef temperance, is one of education 
of public opinion. Neither laws nor organizations will | 
avail much directly. As educators of opinion they may 
be of use—at least, the organizations may; for ineffec- 
tive laws are not always educators. 

And the education of the people is a s'ow process, not 
to be accomplished in a day, nor in a month, neither in 
a year. Weare suffering, just now, in ali our arts, from 
a too purely popular standard, a standard decided by the 
vote of the masses-—-the great masses whose level we 
maintain by the constant reinforcement of immigration 
from abroad. And it is the very prosperity of our masses 
that places the ballot in their hands and gives them the 
leisure to vote thelr standards into effect. We are 
suffering, too, from closer contact, by continucl!y im- 
proved means of communication, with the European na- 
tions whose standards of social morals are lower than 
ours. The countries of the earth, In their growing in- 
timacy, will have to pass through the process which 
Hierbert Spencer terms the equilibration of forces, both 
gtining and losing by mutual influence. The great 
remedy that a republic has to offer for its social ills is 
education. Our remedy for past evils has always been 
education. Our remedy for future evils must be more 
education—-the general education that makes men think 
and the education in the duties of citizenship that our 
best political leaders, and above all, the man who now 
stands at the head of our nation, are teaching. We 
must not expect to reform any evil all at once—although 
that consideration should not, of course, weaken our 
effurts so to do.

American Goods in Switzerland.

I have scen men and 
women mowing with scythes, and a few miles further 
on found women riding American sulky rakes. I saw a 
woman plowing with a sulky plow, two cows doing the 


pulling, and in the same region found a mowing ma- 
chine drawn by two fine draft horses from Germany. 


American Desks and Office Furniture. 


Switzerland bas plenty of wood and its people cre 
skilled in handling it, but they cannot make furniture 
as low as our faciories:. No European carpenter can 
compete with us and the result is that American furai- 
ture is pushing its way into all parts cf Europe. This 
is especially so of American roll-top desks, filles and unit 
bookcases, which are often sold in connection wit! 
American typewriters. There are large American furul- 
ture stores in Zurich and Bascl, and roll-top desks are 
sold here in Geneva. The goods come knocked down, 
as the freight from New York to Switverland is 1 cent 
per pound. Some of the desks come overland from Ant- 
werp and Havre, but others are shipped to Rotterdam 
and are sent up the Rhine on barges. 


American Coal for the Swiss. 


Switzerland is spending millious of dollars every year 
for fuel for its homes and factories. It buys coal of 
England, Germany, Belgium and Austria, and it is be- 
lieved that it micht profitably purchase of us. The 
coal could be sent to Rotterdam and up the Rhine to 
Switzerland at a comparatively low rate. At present 
Cermany sells 900.000 tons of coal here every . year, 
France and Belgium about 200,000 tons each, and in ad- 
dition there are thousands of tons from Austria and 
England. 

As to the American shoe there is no doubt but that 
its sale might be largely increased. It is claimel thet 
our shoe is too expensive for the Swiss, but I found 
five stores in Zurich selling Mass ichueet's antl 
$2 shoes for high pricis, and douli not they can be soid 
all over the country. The Consuls tell me that the 
Swiss need a thicker sole than that foun’ on the or- 
dinary American shoe. The roads here are rocky and 
hard on the feet. A duty of about a dollar a pair is 
charged, and this must be taken intu consideration in 
fixing the prices. 


Working the Swiss Markets. 


I had an interesting chat as to the Ameriean trade 
the other day with Consul Lieberknecht at Zurich. Mr. 
Lieberknecht is a well-known country editor of Genesee, 
lil., who was appointed by President McKinley to rep- 
resent us at Zurich. He is a good business men and is 
fuli of common sense views of Switzerland and the 
Swies.

You have to do much walking up 
the mountains, but the roads are everywhere good and 
there is much chance for excitement in flying around 
a curve on the edge of a precipice with your legs cover 
the handle bars. 


American Farm Tools. 


We sell several hundred thousand dollars’ werth of 


“The Americans need their agents on the ground. If 
they can send them.here from home it will be better, 
but if not, there are good Swiss who can be engaged. 
The agents are needed to examine into the credit of the 
merchants, for although they are in th? main trust- 
worthy, still they are divided into good payers and poor 
payers, a8 are traders the world over. There is no use of 
trying to do business in Europe except on credit. The 
merchant can get this from the other exporters, and the 
Ameiicans will have to give it. The ord'nary credit is 
from three to six months.” 


American Grain and Food Stuffs. 


I find a great deal of American grain used in Switzer- 
land. Wheat grows well on the plateaus, but only half 
enough is produced, so that there is a good market for 
American wheat and American flour. As li is now, we 
sell as much as §5,009,000 worth of cereals a year, and 
it wonld seem to me that an increase might be made In 
the sale of Gatmeal, hominy. auW other breakfasi foods.

are frequently seen, and there should be a demand here 
for the old-fashioned wood saw. Ig many of the cities 
the chief fuel igs wood. It is brought in from the moun- 
tains and sawed and split in the streets. The ax used 
has a short handle and a blade about three inches wide. 
It is a sort of cross between an ax and a hatchet. For 
cutting down trees some American axes are sold. I saw 
a lot from Findlay, O., in one of the stores of Berne. 
After the wood is sawed and split it is carried up into 
the houses on the backs of men in great baskets made 
of staves. 


The Swiss Using Electricity. 


There might be an opening for American electrical 
machinery here, for the Swiss are rapidly turning their 
streams to account. There are little power plants 
everywhere, and many factories ae run by electricity 
generated by water. Here at Geneva the water works 
run the street cars and furnish the electric lights. They 
also supply power to workshops large and small tbhrough- 
out the city and its suburbs. The power plant is on 
an island in the Rhone, right in the center cf the cily 
and only a hundred feet from where the Rhone runs 
out of Lake Geneva. There is quite a fail at that place, 
and the turbulent stream moves twenty great engines 
by means of turbines. The machinery was made at 
Zurich, from whence comes a large part of the electric 
Supplies of this country. Many of the cities have elec- 
tric trams, and most of them are lighted by electricity. 
The tram cars are trolleys. The electric lights bere at 
Geneva are of the Brush variety. | 


Geneva the Capital of French Switzerland. 


The most of Western Switzerland is French, and 
Geneva might be called its capital. The city is one of 
the most beautiful of its size in Europe. It has maznifi- 
cent store buildings and many fine homes. It lies in a 
nest in the hills on the shores of Lake Geneva at the 
point where the Rhone flows out on its way toward the 
Mediterranean Sea. The Rhone divides the city, form- 
ing several islands, over which bridges go from one 
side of the town to the other. On the islands are bath- 
houses, restaurants, cafés and the water works. One 
of the bridges is on the site of a bridge which Julius 
Caesar destroyed when he had his first battle with the 
Helvetii. Geneva is a city of schools, and it has students 
from all parts of Europe. 

I like Lake Geneva. It is a beautiful expanse of 
glassy green, with Mt. Blane and others of the snow- 
capped Alps looking down upon it. It is only from a 
mile and a half to eight miles in width, but it is as 
long as from Baltimore to Washington, and in most 
places very deep, reaching a depth of a thousand feet 
in some parts. The lake is in the form of a goose-neck 
squash, with Geneva at the end of the neck. It is cov- 
ered with steamboats and sailboats of various kinds, 
which ply from tewn to town and village to village along 
its 


A Land of Vineyards. 


In traveling from Geneva to Berne I skirted the north 
side of the lake going through the rich orchards and 
vineyards which cover its shores. The land is- well 
tilled, the farms are divided by hedges and the hills are 
80 terraced with stone walls that every patch of them 
is ured. Every vineyard has a sort of doilhouse in it 
about the size of a large store box. This is intended 
for the men who guard the ripe grapes from birds and 
other two-legged thieves. As in France, the vines are 
tied to stakes. Each vine has its own stake and it is 
trimmed down to a stub every year. 

Geneva, Switzerland.

' A huge funnel-shaped cloud of dust and stones hurled it- 


self over the mountain, destroying everything in its 
path. Oddly enough, most of the monkeys managed to 
hold on to the pine trees, although the larger portion of 
them were killed; but literally tCvYousands of rats were 
carried high into the air and strewn in vast numbers 
over the Grand Phare and the suburbs of Bougie. 

The Kabyle tribes of the neighborhood, who are ex- 
tremely superstitious, were terribly frightencd, and fled 
in all directions, spreading terror over the district. They 
believed that the rats were sent down from the skies to 
punish them, and that the end of the world had come. 
In the town the more intelligent Arabs wi re less super- 
Stiticus, and promptly set to work to kill those rats which 
were not already dead. But there were so many of them 
still alive and they found such convenient hiding places 
that the hunt is stil] going on. 

The sub-prefect of Bougie went out into the country 
on his motor car to reassure the Kabyles, and finally suc- 
ceeded in pacifying the chiefs so that the people returned 
to their homes.—[Algiers Correspondence London Ex- 
press.

ON THROUGH CAUCASUS. 


JUURNEYING BY DILIGENCE OVER THE 
GEORGIAN MILITARY ROAD.

HE Georgian military road across the Caucasus 
- deserves its reputation of being one of the best kept 

roads in the world, for it is as smooth as a board 
and the incline so gentle that it is possible for the horses 
to go up it at almost full speed, except perhaps in one 
or two places. As far as the sixth station, Mliety, the 
scenery is hilly and pastoral and there are great flocks 
of Angora sheep and goats scattered about the valleys 
and hillsides, always accompanied by two big dogs which 
look more like large specimens of the Chinese chow- 
chow dog than anything else, and have long, thick fur 
and blunt muzzles. 

The station of Mlety, a vine-covered stone house, 
stands on the edge of a cliff several hundred feet high, 
with the river, Aragua Blanche, tearing madly along be- 
neath, spanned by a very fine stone bridge and a wall 
of rock which rises up to 5000 feet, directly opposite, up 
which, in a series of loops cut in the rock, winds the 
military road. 

Mlety is the most corafortable station on the road, as 
it is large and has several rooms for the accommodation 
| of travelers in place of the usual two large rooms with 
| many beds. The table is very good and the host, a very 
fierce-looking big person, with a shock of blue-black hair 
and deep-set black eyes, the most gentle and amiable of 
beings. The floors of the rooms are carpeted with beau- 
tiful old Daghestan and Tiflig rugs and the table furnish- 
ings quaint and old-fashioned. In such a romantic spot 
and with such unexpected comforts we could not feel 
very sad when we heard that horses were not to be had 
for five hours, and every moment of the delay proved a 
pleasure. We joined forces at table and sat down, a party 
of seven, to a very much-appreciated dinner of cabbage 
soup, thick roast goat and potatoes, chicken and de- 
licious rice and stewed apples. As it was the first meal 
we had had since the day before at 12 o'clock, its short- 
comings were easily forgiven, and a merrier company 
of seven never before drank toasts to the President of 
the United States, the Czar, and the “Ladies.” 

Our stay was, after all, cut down to three hours, and 
at about 5 we got into our diligences and, with the 
usual notes from our bugles, shouts and cracking of the 
whips, were off at a gallop, both carriages close together. 

We had been warned by the landlord and by several 
others under no circumstances to separate, as the country 
was by no means safe, and at this they all exchanged 
' glances and then looked inscrutable, so that we indulged 
_in a few shivers of expectancy and felt- for our valuables, 
-tucking them more securely into their places of con- 
.cealment. 

Tie Russian party, in the lead, insisted on our stop- 
/ ping now and again to look at the view, urging me to 
| stand on the edge of the narrow stone wall and look 
down, a performance which curdled my blood with hor- 
ror. One could get a perfectly good view by standing 
up on the seat of the diligence, at the same time clutch- 
ing the sturdy Leon violently, a mode of sight-seeing 
which I greatly preferred, and the view was certainly 
well worth seeing, for as we neared the top we could 
look down the 5900 feet to the Aragua Blanche running, 
a white line, between its steep, rocky walls, with here 
/and there a ruined castle or fort perched high on the 
cliff overlooking it, and all of a sudden as it seemed to 
us, the high mountains appeared surrounding us on all 
| Sides, a magnificent assemblage of great peaks, shoulder 
to shoulder, white-headed and clothed in green. 

For a moment we had a glimpse of Kazbek, 16,546 feet, 
whose snowy top towered high above all the others, 
then a cloud drifted over him and the mountains, as we 
galloped on, closed in around him and he was lost to 
view. 

As we neared the highest point, we were more and 
more impressed with the greenness of the Caucasus, for 
the lovely green clothes them from head to foot, not of 
trees and bushes, but of long, rich, green grass, which 
, takes away all the grimness and desolate look that im- 
presses one at times in the mountains of California or 
of Switzerland. 
| It does not detract from their grandeur and make 
‘them hill-like, for their peaks rise as abruptly, as those 
| of the Alps, but it adds something to them witch makes 
them different from all other mountains. 


Just before reaching the seventh station, Goudaur, 
which is said to be the highest station in Burope, 7957 
up, as it was getting dark and all the mountains were 
pink, in the distance a horseman, skirting the hills and 
(taking short cuts with the evident intention of joining 
us. was seen.

ABRAHAM NO MYTH. 


TO DEMONSTRATE IT, PROF. HILPRECHT SHOWS 
A PHOTOGRAPH OF A BABYLONIAN TABLET. 


[Philadelphia Press:] A little cameo tablet was the 
central point in Dr. Hilprecht’s third lecture on the Uni- 
versity Babylonian-expeditions in the Epiphany Bagtist 
Church. 

A photograph of this tablet, 4600 years old, was thrown 
on the screen, and then the great archeologist proceeded 
to demonstrate from it that Abraham, the father of the 
Christian, Jewish and Mohammedan faiths, was not a 
myth, but a reality, as the Bible teaches. 

The tablet was inscribed on both sides and was found 
im the great temple of Baalrat Nippur. The writing on 
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one side cated back to 2650 B.C. Then came some great 
calamity and the little tablet was carried by its finder 
to the city of Suza, and aboxt 1200 B. C. the King of 
Babvionta wrote his inscription on the back of it, pre- 
it to the chief goddess of Nippur for the 
preservation of his life. 

About a thousand years later, as shown by the raw cut- 
tings, a Parthian jeweler, searching for material, found 
it and was going to cut it Into beads for a necklace 
when (as centuries before) another calamity fell upon 
Babylon, and at last, 3000 years later, the Pennsylvania 
expedition found it and brought it home. 

“These tablets,’ said the lecturer, “tell their story 60 
simply and conclusively that no scholar has ever raised 
a doubt. Abraham, with his family, left the same re- 
gion, departed from his fatherland, which the Elamites 
had turned into a desert and made a camping ground 
for their armies. The Bible has told this history very 
briefly. The little stone from Nippur, wandering about 
for 5000 years, is accepted as a matter of course. The 
men of whom it speaks have truly lived, but Abraham, of 
the same time, his history supported by millions over 
all the world, is just as historical, yet thousands treat 
him as a myth.” 

In describing the finding of thousands of tablets in the 
Temple of Baal the doctor stated that they were discov- 
ered at various depths. In fact, the last temple or 
fortress, 300 B. C. to 290 A. D., was built on the ruins of 
the older temples, the earliest being of the reign of 
Sargon, 3800 B. C.

At the supper which follows, the Jewish servants 
have the privilege of sitting with the family, for “all 
were alike in bondage and all were alike delivered by 
the mighty arm of a common merciful Father.” 


Our hostess offered us the usual refreshments which 
are offered to Gentile visitors, preserved fruit and nuts 
and coffee. They also offered us unleavened cakes to 
taste; of course they would not eat any themselves from 
the plate we had touched! 

After this supper the hidden cake is brought out and 
distributed in small pieces to all around and eaten in 
commemoration of the paschal lamb, which used to be 
eaten after the ordinary supper. The last cup of wine 
is accompanied by some passages from scripture. 


‘The Lord's Supper. 


It was this after-supper celebration that our Lord ap- 
propriated, telling His disciples to eat !t henceforth no 
longer in memory of the paschal lamb in the temple, 
but in memory of Him whom the lamb foreshadowed. 
As wewatched this, the most impressive part of the cere- 
mony. of the evening, our thoughts turned to the sol- 
emn narrative of that night in Jerusalem nearly nine- 
teen hundred years ago, when our Lord met His chosen 
few in the upper room in Jerusalem to celebrate the 
Passover for the last time with them. As they reclined 
with ease on the couch, we recalled how John had, re- 
| clining, laid his head on his dear Master's bosom, and 

asked, “Who is it, Lord?’ and at the dipping together 
in the dish at supper, the Lord had foretold Judaz’s 
treacherous act. 


Then, taking up the last “cup of blessing,’ He insti- 
tuted it to be drunk henceforth in remembrance of His 
love and death for His followers. As we gazed on the 
scene before us and realized its resemblance to that 
memorable supper our hearts were filled with thrilling 
awe. 


A deep silence reigned during this short service of 
celebration which we were witnessing with deepest in- 
terest. We pondered over the great mystery of this 
service which is so full of meaning for us, and over the 
strange fact that the Jews who celebrate it do not un- 
derstand its full beauty and. meaning. Here were three 
loaves of bread, representing, to our minds, the Trinity; 
from these the middle loaf was broken and hidden, 
be revealed after the supper and distributed and eaten 
in silence. To us, the middie loaf was symbolic of the 
second Person of the Trinity who, as the Bread of 
Heaven, was broken for the sins of the world. Our 
'Lord could not have chosen a more significant § cere- 
mony for His followers to observe in memory of Him. 

We were giad to remember also that Judas was not one 
of the circle at this solemn after service, for we know 
that he started after supper on his errand of betrayal. 


In the service, according to custom, the servant 
brought water again for the washing of bands previous 
_to the distribution of the last cake, and we could pic- 
‘ture our Lord taking the place of the servant, and in-

GREATEST EVER CELEBRATED.

HIS Thanksgiving will be such a national holiday 

as never was previsioned by builders of empire from 

the days of the Assyrian Sargons to the followers 
of Napoleon's star of world-congquest. 

The flags that salute it will salute the sun in its 
course. Great Britain's boast of the drumbeat that cir- 
cles the world will be equaled by the record of the 
American holiday; and it will be greater than any one 
country’s holiday that ever was celebrated, in that it will 
be observed, in at least a serai-official manner, in for- 
eign palaces—even in the palace of the ruler of an em- 
pire, the Lord of Kedleston, Viceroy of British India. 

Being purely a day of thanksgiving entirely free from 
references to yictories over other nations, the American 
day of thanksgiving is a holiday of a kind that appeals 
to all humanity. 

It is essentially a “home” day, and is observed with 
deep sentiment by all Americars in foreign countries. 
So while tact may prevent the noble families of Eng- 
land whose women are American, from celebrating such 
days as the Fourth of July too demonstratively, there is 
every incentive to celebrate Tranksgiving thoroughly. 
And a day of celebration in a manor house of England 
means a feast day for the country-side. 

From the stately and splendid Government House in 
Calcutta, where the Viceroy again officiates in splendor 
that recalls the old days of the British East India Com- 
pany, to thatched huts in the island of Guam: from 
latitude 15 south of the equator to latitude 70 north of 
the Arctic Circle, and on fully one-half of all the de- 
grees- of longtitude, America’s Thanksgiving will be 
observed. 

Mohamedan sultans and pagan kings in the East In- 
dian Archipelago; painted war chiefs of painted savages 
in islands washed by the China and Celebes seas; yellow 
men in Polynesia; dwellers on the sides of burning 
Mauna oa; men lying half-clothed under drooping 
palms on hot equatorial lands, and men dressed in furs. 
gathering around solitary frozen trading posts and mil- 
itary stations in the Arctic world, will join in good cheer 
with 76,000,000 persons “at home” between the two 
oceans.

When the Curzons arrived in India, although the oc- 
casion was a purely British affair, the American flag 
was as prominent everywhere in Bombay and in Cal- 
cutta as was the English flag itself. And since then 
Lady Curzon, by winning all hearts for herself, has won 
them also for her country across the seas. 

Thus the Thanksgiving that will be celebrated by t> 
American residents in the city of palaces along the 
banks of the River Hooghly, will be more than a mere 
celebration by an “American colony.” It will cast a 
holiday light over a good part of the Indian empire. 

In the Philippines many Americans will celebrate their 

Thanksgiving in a manner that will duplicate the old 
Thanksgiving days of the early settlers in New Englan@. 
Like the old Puritans, who attended divine service with 
guns in their grasp, ready for Indian attacks, Americans 
in the Philippines will celebrate with rifles in their 
hands. But there will be no snow in their air; no nip- 
ping wind to give them a keen appetite for roast turkey 
and Strong ale; and, instead of a rock-bound coast with 
a frosty east wind, they will have soft, sleepy shores, 
laved with bine seas of everlasting summer. 
Before Thanksxiving Day dawns on the eastern 
of the United States thousands of Americans in the far 
world will have ceiebrated theirs. When folk in San 
Francisco are waking up, the day will have been ended 
for many fellow-citizens in foreign climes.

The Secretary of the Navy reported that there were 
in commission 1 razee, 6 frigates, 15 sloops-of-war, 4 
brigs, 2 steam frigates, 1 steamer of the first-class, 3 
steamers less than first-class, and 5 receiving ships. 

The sloops-of-war Portsmouth, John Adams and Dale, 
and the brigs Porpoise and Perry, were on the coast of 
Africa hunting slave traders. 

The report says that “occasional instances have oc- 
curred of the interference of British cruisers with ves- 
sels bearing our flag on that coast, on suspicion of their 
being slavers; but in each case the offense has been 
atoned for by explanations and apologies to our officers 
on those stations.” 

The departure of the relief expedition to search for 
Sir John Franklin is also mentioned in the Navy De- 
partment’s report. 

The Secretary discusses the articles of war and says 
that “as the department construes the act just passed, 
the punishment of whipping on board naval ships is en- 
tirely abolished,” and he wants to know what punish- 
ment shall lake its place, because, as it stands, death is 
the only summary punishment left for severe infractions 
of discipline. 

In discussing an appended suggestion of the Chief of 
Construction, that naval sailing ships be fitted there 
after with steam propellers, to be used in time of head 
winds, he remarks that he “would not recommend a 
large addition to this species of naval force, lest the 
progress of invention shall supplant them by others ef 
superior construction.” 

Commodore M. C. Perry proposes a plan in this report 
for a vessel to be propelled by steam to ram frigates and 
other warships that depend on sail power. He says: 

“I had always determined to try this experiment, 
should opportunity have offered, and actually made 
preparations for securing the boilers and steam pipes of 
the Fulton at New York when I thought it probable I 
might be sent to our eastern border ports at the Ume 
of the expected rupture with Great Britain upon the 
northeastern boundary question.” 

He closes his proposition with: “I claim no credit for 
the originality of this suggestion, well knowing that the 
ancients in their sea fights dashed thelr war-galleys with 
great force one upon the other. My proposition is simply 
the revival of an ancient practice by the application of 
a power unknown in early times, and still, as mapy be. 
lieve, in the beginaing of its usefulness.” 


A Pent-up Giant. 


The Postmaster-General reported that the aggregate 
length of the mail routes of the country was 178,673 
miles. Last year it was 511,808 miles. “At the last let- 
ting,” he says, “four-horse ¢oach transportation was con- 
tracted for on the thoroughfare roads in the Southwest- 
ern and Northwestern States.” 

In railroad trains at that time improvements had been 
made on several lines to give a speed of twenty-five 
miles an hour by means of special trains, and it “was 
hoped that soon it will be possible to start mail matter 
from New York as late as 7 o'clock in the evening and 
deliver it in Washingten by 7 o'clock the next morn- 
ing.”

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IS VENICE DECAYING? 


PRIDE OF THE PLACE THAT PREVENTS 
THE REPAIR OF PALACES. 
Ralph D. Blumenfeld in London Express 


F YOU tell a Venetian that his old town is crumbling 

he will grow blue in the face. Then he will sputter 

and gesticulate, and make grimaces such as only a 
terribly excited foreigner can make; after which he will 
regard you with a pair of eyes overflowing with com- 
miseration. The Venetian is the most inexorably civic- 
proud person on the face of the earth. The Chicazoan 
who swells to a bursting point in speaking of his stock- 
yards and his sky-seraper buildings is a mere amateur 
| boaster compared to the son of Venice. 

For the Venetian there {s only one spot worth sceing, 
one place worth promenading and being seen in. aud 
one haunt for day and night, and that is the pigeon- 
strewn piazza which only recently echoed the melan- 
choly sounds of the falling Campanile. Naturally, there- 
fore, the Venetian feels hurt at the suggestion that 
within a century or so there will be nothing left of his 
beloved and beautiful city-of the sea save rubbishy 
heaps of Byzantine bricks and broken statuary. 

He waves you away with the words—after he has 
calmed down enough to speak them—that Venice was 
reported to be crumbling in the days when Petrarch 
made stump speeches on the steps’of the Doge's palace, 
and that nothing save the Campanile has come down 
since then. 


The Ruling Passion. 


Nevertheless, | am constrained to record the prophecy 
that if Venice does not soon put its houses in order a 
good many of them will go the way of the Campanile. 
The cult of Venice is to give itself an air of antiquity, 
no matter how modern. . Newness, exterior cleanliness 
of buildings, repairs urgently needed, and paint pots are 
tabooed. No self-respecting Venetian would ever dream 
of putting a coat of paint on the outside of his caso or 
his palazzo; nor would he dream of replacing a broken 
“a *trayed brick, a crumbling stairway, or a_ rotting 

oor. 

ihe word sacrilege is writ large on those places where 
some hardy, unromantic, modern owner has dared to 
provide against the natural encroachments of time and 
weather by making ordinary repairs. There is not a 
single palace along the entire length of the Grand Canal 
whose lower story is not in a state of dire misery, 
rotten, moldy, crumbling, and bare to the bone. The 
marble and plaster of the outer casings have disappeareJ. 
in the course of ages, and through the great gaps thus 
left you see the rubble and crumbling brickwork. Yet 
this is the very thing upon which Venice prides itself 
and swells its civic chest. 

“What!” cries the outraged dweller of the fairest spot 
on earth, “replace those stones? Plaster up those 
cracks and holes? Never! Why. you will ask us to 
fill up the Grand Canal next.” 


Lost in Admiration. 


And so Venice goes on admiring its time-worn pal- 
aces, beautiful still in their de yeneracy, without lifting 
a finger to prevent what must be apparent to the merest 
tyro in the art of construction of buildings. Inside, 
however, things are different. There the spirit of reao- 
vation, repair. polishing and cleansing is virulent in the 
extreme. Go into any of the old Venetian palaces “hich. 
look as if they were about to tumble down, those houses 
which to the stranger seem fiton!y for the ax and ham- 
mer of the housebreaker, and, if you are fortunate 
enough to gain admission, you will find the most re- 
markable change imaginable. 

There you will see marble floors, painted ceilings, 
gorgeous tapestries, priceless furniture and rugs on all 


nes8 and order. If Venice is beautiful on the outside, 
what then is it inside. with its wealth of art treasures 
hidden behind swaying walis and rickety roofs’? 

Somehow or other, the thing reminds me of a man 
who has his pockets crammed with precious Jewels, whice 
his legs are encased in ragged trousers and his boots 
look as if they had just been picked off a scrap heap. 

But it will probably be a long time before Venice 
witnesses the spectacle of its grand old palaces toppling 
into the adjacent canals. The present occupants are 
comparatively safe from drowning by this method, 
while the present generation, the next, and the next will 
probably live to enjoy the gorgeous place with its sun- 
sets, its gondolas, and its glasswork hawkers without 
endangering their lives. 


Still Time to See It. 


It is too much to ask that the place should stand 
upon its petrified piles for ever, no matter how solid and 
firm the foundations may be. Rome crumbled, and 
thebes, and Nineveh, and Antioch; yet they 
“built for eternity.” Tell this to a Venetian and his 
only answer will be, “They were not Venice,” and then

You show him the crumbling tower of San Siefano, 
which will come down one of these early days from 
sheer weariness of waiting to be propped up. You go 
further still by showing him how casy it is to pull apart 
the iron that bars the windows under the Bridge of Sighs;

contention that you get terribly frightened, and begin 
to study the time tables with a view to making a hurried 
departure for the mainland.

AL“O HOW TO PAINT UNFASHIONABLE CATS - 
AND MAKE THEM FASHIONABLE. 


{London Express:] There are fashions in cats, fash- 
ions as rigorous and uncompromising as the laws of 
dress or polite manners. The prices paid for the kind 
| of cat that is the prevailing fashion gets bigger every 
| year; and the National Cat Show, which opened yester- 
day at the Crystal Palace, is now an event that brings 
together the cream of English society. H. H. Princess 
Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein is a frequent exhibitor, 
and is also patron of the National Cat Club. The 
Duchess of Bedford is president, ana among the vice- 
_presidents are Lilian, Duchess of Marlborough, the 
Countess of Warwick, the Hon. Mrs. Morrison, the 
Countess of Sefion, and others of note. To be on the 
black books of the National Cat Club is one of the worst 
'forms of social ostracism. 
In 1598 Lady Marcus Beresford started and founded 
the cat club. There are also several clubs formed ¢s- 
| pecially for the different breeds; s.iver and smoke 
| Persian, black and white, the blue Persian, the Siamese, 
orange, cream, fawn and tortoiseshell, the chin- 
chilla, and the short-haircd. Bosites these there are 
several country clubs. 
To own a private cattery is the ambition of many

_has to be considered, then the eyes, shape of head, and 
finally the ears. 

The head of a good cat should show great breadth be- 
tween the eyes. The eyes should be round and wide 
open. White cats ought to have blue eyes, black cats 
yellow eyes; others should have eyes of pea-green. A 
| goad nose should be short and shou!d taper. The lower 
| leg should be straight, the upper hind leg lie at closed 
; angles. The frame of a good cat should be light but 
| deep-chested, and it should have a slim, graceful neck. 
' The ears should be rounded and not ijarge. Tails of long- 
_haired cats should be bent over at the end. 
| The culture of the beautiful and rare species of cat 

has also been productive of the philanthropic spirit and 
kindly consideration for the lost and starving pussy of 
the common order.

-alone is exempt, as his coat will not take the dye. 

To produce the Maltese “effect” the cat Is dipped in 
a solution of dye calculated to produce the drab, slaty 
hue so admired in this breed. The dye. fortunately, dries 
almost instantly. The dipping docs not produce a solid 
effect, and is supplemented by comb dyeing, or the ap- 
plication of the coloring matter by means of a fine comb. 
The cat's nose, where the hair is very fine and short, 
is “worked” with a small rubber sponge. | 
| The tortoiseshell effect cannot, of course, be produced 
by dipping; but the entire coat must be carefully gone 
over with a comb. A Maltese can usually be produced 
by an hour's work, while a tortolseshell will occupy 
three hours.

t SUBURB OF MEXICO MADE FAMOUS BY 
CONFLICT OF ARMS. 


From a Spectal Correspondent. 


EXICO, Nov. €--Churubusco, a storm center in 

the fight of 1547, is a little Indian village to the 

south of the City of Mexico, one of those suburbs 
of the capital that live im the past. A few huts and 
fever houses cluster about the famous old Spanish con- 
vent, where, more than half a century azo, Mexican bravy- 
ery and American valor struck fire from the flint of bat- 
tle. Cloge by is the small village of San Matee, at which 
point Cortez, over 300 years before the days of Winfield 
Scott, cut the great Acachinanco Causeway, so that his 
fleet cf brizantines could attack the Aztec capital. This 
causcway, via San Antonio Abad, the southeast corner 
af the City of Mexico, is almost the route now taken by 
the electile cars on their run to Coyoacan and fairy 
Tlalpam. Cortez, on his entry into the valley of Mexico, 
used «his causcway as far as its junction with the 
Ixtapalapam road. Near by, he found the curious place 
called Huitzilopocho (city of the god of war,) now 
known Churubusco. At this point he rallied some more 
friendly Indians, and established his garrison at Coyva- 
can, under De Olid. He established himself near that 
part of the chy of Tenochitlan (Mexico) called Jesus 
Nazareno, so his brigantines could operate with De Olid 
and himself in the pacification and rebuilding of Mex- 
ico. The Spaniards used the Mexican idea of portable 
timbers placed side by side to bridge the cut near 
Churubusco. They found it safer to approvch Mexico in 


The arch predominates in Spanish architecture through- 
out Mexico, principally built of heavy masonry. They 
swung their aqueducts across arches and their buildings 
over arcades. To this day people fancy themselves safest 
under an arch when an earthquake occurs. These old 
rarches all over the country, even in their dust and dirt. 
are pleasing pictures. They not only bear out the lines 
of beauty, but often serve to frame some bit of landscape 
stretching miles beyond. On the eastern corner of this 
building is the set of rooms that was occupied by Santa 
Anne. For years the hacienda served as a stopping place 
for the caravans en route to the Tierra Caliente, the 
Hot Lands, the lands of sugar and palm, Cuernavaca, 
Cuautia and Morelos. The hacienda coverp 3,000,000 
square meters, and is the property of the Cravioto fam- 
ily. The main building, with its system of arches re- 
cently taken down, was built in 1680. As the gray shapes 
| of Churubusco lift in air, the effect is almost stariling, 
{and one can fancy the rolling drum,.the torn flags of 
| Stripe and Star, the resistless soldiers of Scott, Grant 
land Lee, all bent in march past the hacienda, past the 
| low-lying flelds of Churubusco, past the ragged Pedregal 
/on to the crags of Chapultepee. But the picture of to- 
day is almost breathless, the strong, savage tone of the 
past is subdued. The very leaves of the silvery poplars 
float listlessly in midair, in an atmosphere too sleepy to 
stir, the flowers in cloistered silence seem simply te 
smile in quict, and their perfume breathes ever so gently 
through the morning hours. Though the buildings are 
|- wrapped in lazy languor, the hacienda proper is a busy 
place. The principal crops are corn and barley, the yield 
/of each being about forty thousand bushels a year. Lit- 
, tle lanes lead out from the hacienda, all glorified with 
the wild flowers of Mexico.

Gen. Scott's Victories. 


It was during the summer-tide of 1521 that Cortez 
made the successful dash, by causeway and canals, that 
resulted in the fall of the City of Mexico into Spanish 
control. Almost to the day, 326 years later (Auzust. 
1847,) Scott, having received reinforcements at Puebla, 
had marched to meet Santa Anna, and had fought at 


Churubusco and Contreras. The story of Scott reads like |

Mexican campaign on March 9. 1847, he landed with 12.- 
000 men at Vera Cruz. capturing the city about two weeks 
Jater. On April 19 he took

and the entry into the City of Mexico on September 11, 
by 8000 American troops. 


Almost midway between Mexico City and Churubusco, 


near the little station of Ladrillera, is the Hacienda de | 


los Portales, from whose splendid corridors the convent 
and church of Churubusco are easily seen: 
hacienda lands are bounded by Coyeacan. It was at this 
place that Santa Anna rested over-night after the battle 
of Padierna. The surrounding country is beautiful, To 
the north, cityward, are the prosaic factories that are 
built on the plains of San Antonio Abad. but beyond, to 
the south, the east and the west, are the eternal green, 
the flelds of tasseled corn, the meadows of grass and 
clover, bunches of pin-pointed maguey, the fields of rye 
and barley, the groves of willow, ash and maple. The 
bald head of Ixtapalapa, the Hill of the Star, lies to the 
left of the tram line, off toward the great volcanoes that 
sentinel the valley. To the right are the purple peaks 
of Malinali, Cansacabailos, Mezoutepec, luilotepec, 
Mextleriepet! and Ajusco, fascinating in their restful 
grandeur.

THANKSGIVING. 


: SOMETHING ABOUT ITS HISTORY AND 
ITS PRESENT OBSERVANCE.

HE first publi: Thankagiving service in America 
was held on the shores of Newfoundland. in 1577, on 
board a ship belonging to Frobisher's expe:jition. 
The Popham colony had a thanks service at Monhegan 
_ (Dow in the State of Maine.) 1607. There is also evidence 


(Of a similar service having been held by the Pilgrims | 


December 20, 1620, only a few days after their arrival 
at Plymouth Bay. Neither of these was a harvest fes= 
itival, nor so far as the record shows, other than a 
_ public giving of thanks on account of their safe arrival, 
after a long voyage, at their future homes. 

Hut December 13, 1621, was a distinct Thanksgiving 
Day. os it is Zenerally ‘accepted at this time. 
coloay Governor, Bradford, eet the date. No copy of 
this proclamation is in existenee. nor is the exact lan- 
guage known. No doubt it was published by the min- 
is ter at services, Yet it is probaiile ity was held on ac- 
colnt of the prosperity of the colony and of the peace 
exisiing with the Indian tribes. After the sermon the 
feast came, and what a feast it wust have been in_those 
days! Fish, oysters, clams, venison, partridges and 
wild turkey. The Indians were their gueMs. %o much 
had been provided that their appetites were mt equal 
to the occasion, and so it was prolor zed for three days, 

This practice of uniting thanksgiving and a feast was 
continued yearly, and was similar to the old English 
harvest home days. The other New England colonies 
adopted the practice and it became general. The sev- 
eral Governors issued proclamations, not, however, on 
the same day in all the colonies, nor on recurring dates 
in the same colony or State. Sometimes it took place in 
the autumn, again in the winter, and others postponed 
the observance Ontil spring, but it was always accom- 
panied by an extra dinner. 

The Continental Congress passed resolutions on three 
occasions asking the Governors to issue proclamations 
for a day of general thanksgiving, on account, in each 
instance, of some propitious event, like the One for De- 
cember 18, 1777, om account of the capture of Burgoyne, 
and December 11, 1783, when peace had been declared. 


mending that November 26, 1789, be generally observed 
as a day of national thanksgiving. Again he made 
proclamation for such a day to be set apart on February 
18, 1795, but thig date falling in the Lenten season, it 
met considerable criticism and seanty recognition. In 
neither of his proclamations is there any special men- 
tion of the harvest, and it was likely intended as a re- 
ligious service onls. 

Some other Presidents issued proclamations asking the 
Governors to appoint certain days for thanksgiving: 
but the practice fell into disuse, and it was left to the 
discretion of the se¢eral Governors to appoint the day, 
and the people to opserve the same. In the New England 
States the autumn harvest festival was annually ob- 
served, thanks being given to God for the many blessings 
of the year. In the South such a festival at that season 
was looked upon as taking the place of the dearly loved 
Christmas festivities, and was not regularly observed. 

The next Presidential proclamation, national in its 
character and referring directly to the old harvest home 
custom, was made by President Lincoln, October 3, 1863. 

He began by saying: : 

“The year that is drawing to a close has been filied 
with the blessings of fruitful flelds and healthful skies,” 
and concluding, said: “I do therefore invite my fel- 
low-citizens in every part of the United States, and those 
who are sojourning in foreign lands, to set apart and ob- 
serve the last Thursday in November next as a day of 
thanksgiving and prayer to our beneficent Father who 
dwelieth in the heavens.” 

Since then the Chief Executives of the nation have 
issued proclamations annually, for a day of public 
thanksgiving throughout the Union. As a rule the last 
Thursday in November has been designated, and tuis 
has come to be regarded as “Thanksgiving Day,” as 


been fixed upon to represent events in our national 
history. 
Thanksgiving Day as a harvest festival may be said, 
therefore, to have been born at Plymouth, in 1621, and 
christened and nationalized by Lincoln in 1863. In every 
State and Territory it is now welcomed as a day pecu- 
liar to this country, and by all our people without re- 
gard to nationality or creed. At the army posts and in 
the navy all drills and labor are laid aside. The loys 
in blue by small contributions, generally added to by ahe 
Officers, get up as large a spread as the market w!!! ar- 
ford.

| “In the red farmhouse on the hill preparations 
were begun long before the day.

Pumpkins had been 
brought from the cornfields to sun themselves on the 
woodpile. It was a sure sign of the day's approach; a 
goodly supply of all garden vegetables was at hand. 
Apples and pears, the best in the orchard, had been 
gathered and hidden away in the dark to mellow. Stores 
of raisine and citron had been laid in, so there was 
something for the girls to do. The boys looked afier 
the popcorn, or picked up walnuts under the old shag 
bark tree in the pasture. There was a deal of work nec- 
essary within the house—all the wedding china to be 
brought out, the brasses all round to be polished, es- 
pecially the ancestral andirons, the spare chambers to 
be set in order, with beds in every available corner, all 
ready for the home coming.

“A thorough-going New Englander in those days had 
sons enough to use up in the christening all the favor- 
ite names of the aposties, and then be had to draw on 
the prophets. 

“How they flocked home. Peter, the eldest, and his 
family live on the homestead. James is up from the 
city with his city-bred wife and children, but what is a 
palace compared with the old home for a Thanksgiving ” 
Jeremiah has made a pilgrimage from the Far West 
which might then have been ‘York State;" Matthew, the 
customhouse officer, and Ezra, the college professor, are 
there, but ‘riches and larnin’’ give no title at that court. 

“The night before Thanksgiving they are all there, 
and the daughters-in-law have stowed the little ones 
away in big feather beds, a dozen, more or less, in each, 
like sardines, and the youngsters have gone to their 
pillow fight in the attic chambers. 

“Around the huge open fireplace by the light of the 
burning logs, those boys of the olden time spin their 
yarns of childhood's days and crack their jokes, till tho 
laughter changes to tears, and they are ready for the 
evening prayer and tender good-night. 

“And then that Thanksgiving morning. It is clear 
and cold, perhaps the first snow upon the ground, for 
Boreas was wont to contribute something unusual be- 
| fore the day of weather reports. 

“All the family are at church—it was expected and 
the proper thing, for family religion was no dress pa- 
rade and the gray-haired parson, regardless of the pass- 
ing time, rises to the occasion in fervent words of grat- 
itude to God for his abundant mercies. 

“Then comes the dinner, skillfully managed by the 
maiden aunt, God bless her. . .. 

“How the children’s eyes dance; even those of the 
babe in the big cradle, who has no part or lot in it! 
The turkey, of course, is there, crisp and brown, as only 
one can be which has been slowly roasted before the 
fire and basted from the dripping pan beneath. Vege- 
tables of all sorts load the table, and delicacies, too, 
that have been wa'ting long for that hour are numerous, 
Then there are pies of sundry kinds, the chicken pie 
among them, but best of all, and can we trust our feel-

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BURDETTE AT HOME. 


A GLIMPSE AT THE DOMESTIC LIFE OF $ 
A NOTED HUMORIST.

The building is typical of 
old Spanish architecture, with red:tiled roof and Moor- 
ish arches, and is most picturesque, artistic and ele- 
kant throughout, as well as being a storehouse for art 
treasures from ali parts of the world. 

But the best place of all is the study or “den” of the 
pastor-humorist, where every inch of space seems per- 
meaicd with bis genial personality. Two sides of the 


room are almost entirely of glass, through which dele- 
gates from the sun's rays come in to play pranks with 
the gleams of wit that emanate from the heart of the 
man. The walls are covered with photographs of famous 
people, principally old newspaper friends of Mr. Bur- 
dette, while bookcases are filled with the works he loves.

Sometimes he is a devoted 
reader of Charles Lamb, while again Shakespeare, Scott, 
Thackeray and Dickens hold prominent places in his 
leisure hours. When asked what humorous works he 
liked best, the merry, characteristic twinkle invaded 
his eye as he said, “My favorite works of humor? Why 
they are the modern historical novels, and the more 
seriously they take themselves, the funnier they are.” 


Hanging on one of the study doors is a long, narrow 
parchment containing a curious Arabian inscription,

Coursing the Wild Gobblers. 
7 Hunting the wild bird with hound and horse Is sport 


for the very select few, for not only is it necessary to 
find the birds first, but they must be found in open coun- 
try, where they cannot escape too readily by flying into 
cover.e Therefore,-coursing is limited to open country, 
where the turkey, not having been hunted too fervently, 
is incautious enough to feed in farm lands and open flat 
country. The dogs are sent in to cut off the retreat to 
the woods and then the mounted men break out of their 
hiding places and pound down on them. : 

The wild turkey flies and runs alternately. Ile lopes 
like an ostrich, though not so fast, and whenever he 
thus takes to running the dogs and horses gain on him. 
When they get unpleasantly close, up booms the big 
bird and flies like a feathered projectile straight ahead 
until he has reached a safe distance when he pitches 
azain and resumes running. 

It is clean spurt and exciting enough to hurry any 
man's blood. But the true hunting of the wild turkey, 
with shotgun or rifle, that tests a mans strength and 
cunning and woodcraft and patience to the full, is stih- 
hunting. 

It may be enjoyed still in some parts of Pennsylvania. 
But the best territory for it is in the Southern States, 
Virginia offers it in the country on both sides of the 
Blue Ridge, although it is not necessary to go so far to 
reach haunts of the fine game. Culpepper county, where 
President Roosevelt hunted, is only a short distance from 
the national capital and well east of the mountains. 

West Virginia contains thousands of acres of hunting 
country that is in many respects as wild as it was before 
the white men landed in America. 

Western North Carolina has turkeys, particularly be- 
tween the Blue Ridge and the Great Smoky Mountains, 
and thence on across into Tennessee the turkey hunter 
cap still find surprisingly large tracts of bunting coun-

try wherein not only turteys bat deer and bear bide in the 
thickets. 

At this season the turkey bunting is more desirable 
in those Sjates than In the more southern ones, on ac- 
count of the bracing weather that makes tramping 
through woods and over mountains a pleasure. [ut the 
turkey can be found as far south as Florida. Florida 
turkey shooting is easier, as a rule, than it is in tho 
mountainous and thickly-wooded ' States. They havo 
some things that they call mountains down there, very 
neat little hills. Such a group of “mountains” lies in 
the center of the peninsula and is known as the Apopka 
Mountains. It is near Apopka Lake, one of the many 
beautiful crystal water lakes of Florida, and any one 
who wants turkeys enough to work for them within rea- 
s0n can fairly expect to get them there. Fine big birds 
some of them are, too. Capt. L. G. Billings of the United 
States Navy, got one weighing twenty-eight pounds, @ 
notably big gobbler for a wild one. 


“Delights” of Still-hunting. 


No man should decide to stiil-hunt wild turkeys with- 
out baving considered the matter solemnly in the light 
of the experience of others. The bird is all nerve and 
muscle and wariness from the moment he opens his 
bright eyes to the dawn. He can see the hunter long be- 
fore the hunter catches even the first flecting bronzs 
sheen of a single feather of his. Big as he is, he can 
melt away in the underbrush, stirring neither leaf nor 
twig as he goes at top speed. He can squat in a clump 
of dead grass scarcely enough to cover him and lie thera 
so close and motionless that the sportsman may almost 
step over his retreat without dreaming that a twenty- 
pound gobbler is in it. 

When the bird is tracked on snow, he will lead the 
shooter a chase of miles. The turkey can hear as keenly 
as he can see. A cracking twig under foot will startle 
him more quickly even than a deer would be alarmed 
by it. Often the man will not be able to get a shot al- 
though he may follow a flock all day long. Often ho 
will get his shot only after he has actually walked the 
birds down—tired them out by close, patient, grim pur- 
suit. The man who can do that is an athlete. , 

If still-hunting and training is the finest form of tur- 
key hunting, calling or yelping is perhaps the most 
trifing. The turkey-caller goes abroad while it is night. 
He selects his position in the thicket or bushes with 
only starlight to help him. That position must be 
chosen with reference to two points: one, that the tur- 
key roost shall be within hearing distance of the hunter's 
hiding place and the other that the ground in front shall 
be open so that the turkey, when he is lured from his 
cover, must step into full view and present a fair mark. 

Scarcely does the dawn begin to show, before the call- 
ing begins. The “yelper” usually is made of a turkey’s 
wing bone and the sounds that an expert tarheel or 
cracker turkey-caller can produce with the rude thing 
are as wonderful as the ringing mating cry of the 
Maine and Canadian moose hunter. 

Liquid, incessant, flattering, coaxing, commanding, 
daring, the call, call, call, flows liquidly out of the 
treacherous thicket. 

In the pine forest roost, the sounds set great birds to 
fluttering-—{irst sleepily, then with a sudden, roaring 
beating and flapping of eagle-like pinions as the big 
man turkeys drop heavily to the ground. 

Slowly one of them stretches himself, shakes his feath- 
ers a bit, preens himself a bit, and advances a few steps. 
Then he stops. More and more insistent, more and more 
tempting, bubbles the cry from the open. The hidden 
gobbler lifts his brave head high. Listening intently he 
strides forward a few feet more. 

Suddefily he stops and stands, with one big foot held 
high, in sudden suspicion. Before him lies the open 
field. Now let the turkey-yelper miss a single note, lose 
a single delicate inflection in his imitation of the love- 
call, and there will be no wild turkey to shoot that

,micht be accomplished with all newspapers. 

lt is believed by men who have made thie matter a 
| Specialty that within fifty years the newspaper files of 
the present day cannot be accessible to the public with- 
oul great restrictions on account of their fragile condi- 
| tion. The Congressional Library is preserving the files 
| of about newspapers daily. Many man today 
, seeks them for information that can be found nowhere 
else. As the years pass by their value wil! greatly in- 
crease. The library is in fact doing a work that has 
often been talked of but never undertaken so thoroughly 
before. It is being widely commended for this work, 
which will be better appreciated in the years to come. 
but if it were possible to pass a law requiring all publi- 
eations offered for copyright to be printed on durable 
paper the legislation would be approved by the genera- 
tions to come. 


CENSOR EDITS SHAKESPEARE.

Tuesday 
evenings classes are instructed in medical gymnastics 
(the Swedish movements.) For the first Wednesday 
evening, a benefit concert was announced. to obtain funds 
| for the furnishing of one of the small parlors; followed 
l'on successive Wednesdays by an illustrated lecture, “The 
_ Pilgrim Shore,” by Burton L. Thomas: a lec ure, “To the 
Summit of the Matterhorn,” illustrated with the stereop- 
ticon, by Miss Annie S. Peck, the well-known mountain 
climber; and a dramati¢ reading by Mrs. Charles H. 
Bond; all being free except the benefit concert. Thurs- 
day evenings there is a class in elocution and dramatic 
art; Friday evenings the class in Swedish movements; 
‘and Saturday evenings, dancing. This sample of what is 
provided each month shows that while “all work and no 
play” may make “Jack a dull boy,” the Jills of the twen- 
ticth century will be bright and lively if they chance to 
work in Boston and live at the Franklin Square House. 


Even Curling Irons Provided. 


It seems as if every detail of comfort had been care- 
fully thought out by the management, even to electric 
curling-irons on each floor. The laundry prices are as 
low as possible. The food is good and well-cooked, and 
friends of the guests are served in the dining-room 
(which seats 300) for 25 cents a meal. Gentlemen are 
seen dining at the house every night—an innovation, in- 
deed, in a home for girls, and one which must be pe- 
culiarly agreeable to the inmates. If a change is de- 
sired from the regular bill of fare, one may order ad 
libitum from a card which is found on each table, with- 
out taxing one’s resources very heavily. Refreshments 
may be had in the evening at slight expense. The doors 
of the hotel are closed at 11 p.m., but the night watch- 
man will admit belated ones, and no questions are asked. 
Dr. Perin believes that girls old enough to earn their liv- 
ing are capable of taking care of themselves generally, 
and that if they are trusted and given a fair chance, 
they will seldom abuse the confidence reposed in them. 
Anything that savors of suspicion or of espionage on the 
part of the managers of such a house, he believes is cal- 
culated to create the very conditions that should be 
avoided by reputable workers. 

Nor are the occupants of the house expected to per- 
form any domestic service on account of the low rates. 
The girls do not bave to take care of their rooms except 
on Sundays, when they are requested to make their beds. 
The house is non-sectarian, receiving Protestant or 
Catholic, Jew or’ Gentile, alike, making no efforts to 
proselyte, and leaying Sundays blank on the monthiy 
programmes, to be sent in rest, or in worship as each 
individual shall choose. 


California Girls There. 


The girls are from nearly every State in the Union, 
several being from California. A large proportion of 
them are students in special lines and do not really come 
under the head of working women, though the necessity 
for economy is present. Others are stenographers, book- 
keepers, teachers, dressmakers, milliners, clerks in 
stores, etc. The amount paid for board and room aver- 
ages from $3.50 to $6.50 a week, including heat, light, 
and all the advantages I have enumerated. 

Transients are accommodated also, and the superin- 
tendent particularly wishes it to be understood that 
women traveling alone, or who wish to sojourn in the 
city for a short time, are welcome. A hotel of this de- 
scription in every large city of the United States would 
be a boon to many women who cannot afford to stay at 
the high-priced houses, and yet wish to be thoroughly 
comfortable, and free from embarrassment. A special 
price is charged this class of guests, varying with the 
size and location of the room, the highest charge—for a 
darge room with bath—being $2 a day, including board. 


A Contrast. 


How doth the world progress, even that portion of it 
connected with the modest lot of working girls' I re- 
call an institution that once existed in the very city 
which now leads all others in the country with its gen- 
erous, thoughtful, and up-to-date provision for the hon- 
orable army of women toilers. It was an institution of 
excellent standing in the community, a home for work- 
ing girls, supervised by eminently-pious women belong- 
ing to the various churches in the city, women whose 
breasts were supposed to be filled with “the milk of 
human kindness.” The price for board and lodging was 
low. still the inmates paid for all they had and were 
not in the least degree objects of charity. The name of 
the house, however, gave strangers to its management 
the idea that the girls were recipients of bounty to 
some extent, and often an inmate hesitated to tell where 
she lived. The food wag vilely cooked, yet the rule was 
imperative that no meals be taken outside the house. 
Every morning a tour of inspection was made by a 
sharp-visaged matron to see if the rooms had been put 
in perfect order by. their occupants before they went to 
| their day's employment, and arfy carelessness of ar- 
rangement was severely reprimanded. Callers could be 
‘received only on two evenings of the week, and there 
‘was never an opportunity to see a visitor alone, for no 
matter how private the subject of conversation, it must 


| questioning the next day, and if the offense were re- 
peated three times, she was expelled from the home. |! 
knew of two girls attending a dancing party with a gen- 
tleman to whom one of the girls was engaged, and hav- 
ing been tempted to stay out too late, they were con- 
fronted by the question of where they should go for the 
night. The young man had a key to the office in which 
he was employed, and thither he took the girls, the 
three sitting up most uncomfortably all night. Worse 
situations were no doubt broucht about by a rule which 
ignored the natural craving of young people for amuse- 
ment. Weekly prayer-meetings were held in the parlor, 
and while attendance was not compulsory, the girl who 
kept her room week after week on those evenings was 
made to feel that she was looked upon as unregenerate. 
She was also expected to attend some church every Sun- 
day, or be marked by strong disapproval. 

I have described this institution of thirty years ago in 
order to show the contrast between it and the Frank!in 
Square House, which represents the advanced thought of 
clergymen and their assistants today, in dealing with 
working women. -I trust the time is not far distant when 
ihe Boston enterprise will be imitated—it can scarcely be 
improved— by philanthropic persons in other cities who 
can think deeply enough and broadly enough to realize 
that it is one of the noblest warks of the century.

NEARLY USED UP! 


NECESSARIES WE MAY HAVE TO DO WITHOUT 
BEFORE VERY LONG. 


[Answers:] It is no longer true that there are better 
fish in the sea than ever came out of it—at any rate, 
so far as the fish concern human beings. Within the 
next twenty years, fish will be almost unobtainable. 
and every year thefe is a heavy drop in the amount of 
fish brought ashore, and in salmon alone 1000 tons less 
are taken yearly. Fish are dying out—that is, in places 
where they can be caught, which are comparatively 
few. 

A score of years ago, for instanee, the fishing boats 
of the Yorkshire coast could catch, in sight of their 
harbors, in a day, more fish than they now have to 
journey 500 miles to get, and they go farther and catch 
leas every year. In the last five years 2000 big fishing 
smacks have given up the business. There are still 
plenty of fish, but they are retiring slowly and steadily 
into the deeps of the great oceans—where they might as 
well not exist as far as we are concerned, for they can- 
not be got at. As for the North Sea, almost every 
square yard of its bottom is scoured with trawls, and 
little catches which do not pay are taken. There are 
five big commissions of experts now puzzling ov¢r the 
matter but they hold out no hope. 

Fifty years, the authorities declare, will see the end 
of the coal supply in Britain, as far as ordinary cheap 
fuel is concerned. There is enough to last 250 years, 
but the expense of getting it will be so enormous that 
the price will put it beyond the reach of household coal 
burners. It will only be available for warships, and 
other expensive necessities that cannot do without it. 
When the dearer coal comes to an end there will be 
none at all; and though there are coal fields in other 
parts of the world, they will not suffice long for the 
nations that own them. By hook or crook some new 
kind of fuel will have to be devised. But long before 
the first fifty years are past, coal will be so dear as to put 
it out of the reach of most people It is estimated 
there are 67,000,000,000 tons of coal left. Last year we 
used 225,181,300 tons, and an increase of about 5,000,000 
every year is mined. A royal commission is two be 
formed to “think it over.” 

Cycle and motor tires—to say nothing of mackintoshes 
and pencil tips—will soon have to be made of something 
else than rubber, at the present rate of consumption. 
It is falling off and becoming dearer every year, and 
the waste of it is enormous—enough to have supplied 
the whole demand twenty years ago. As everybody 
knows, rubber is the sap of a tree, bled from the trunk, 
dried, and put through, various processes. The trouble 
is that the tree doesn’t survive much of this treatment, 
and rubber trees are being thinned out by the hundred 
thousand. The natives who bleed the trees are not at 
all expert, either, and countless trees are destroyed or 
wasted. We use {7,700,000 worth of rubber a year, and 
it is doubtful if there is £150,000,000 worth left. 

And, speaking of jewelry, diamonds are coming slowly 
and surely to an end—with ordinary eyesight vou can 
“see their finish.” Here, again, the trouble is that no- i 
more diamonds are being formed. There are just so \s 
many, and when those are gone there will be an end. ¢ 
They should last for another twenty-five to thirty years, ft 
but fifteen will probably see them 300 per cent. scarcer “a 
and dearer. It is unlikely, too, that any more great 
mines like the Kimberly district will be found in any 
part of the world. Not only diamonds, but gold is likely 
to give out within the lifetime of anybody under thirty- s

Rainbow Wood. 


HE collecting of what is called rainbow wood is a 

comparatively new industry in Maine. 

Though the dwellers along the seaboard have known 
for years that driftwood picked up from salt water 
gave out iridescent tints when burned in open grates, 
they attached no value to the coloring of the flames 
until the rich summer visitors came down East and 
changed the picking of driftwood from an occupation 
akin to idleness, into a profitable calling. 

For five years the whole coast line of Penabscot Bay 
has been scoured in quest of wood, and when the supply 
grew scarce and the prices advanced from $10 to $25 a 
cord, a Boston chemist grew rich from inventing a 
powder which, when burned with dry wood, yielded 
colors nearly as bright as the genuine wood from the 
sea. 

This fall Emery Bowden, a farmer, who sold consid- 
erable driftwood in former years, went to the salt 


| meadows at the foot of his field and began to dig his 


year’s supply of muck, which was used as bedding for 
his stock and for housebanking. 
vated a whole about ten feet deep he came to a flooring 
of great pine trees, which had been imbedded in the peat 
for ages. 

The limbs had rotted away and the bark and sapwood 
had gone, but the dry heart of the trees was as sound 
as in life. Kindling a fire about a log of this wood 
Bowden found that it gave out very brilliant hues of 
indigo and green, showing that the aged wood was 
filled with salts of lodine and chlorine. 

No sooner had he made this discovery than he stopped 
digging muck and went to mining rainbow wood. He 
leaded a schooner with cut wood and sent it to his 
Boston patrons, who paid him $22 a cord for the cargo 
and asked for more. 

Since then Bowden has hired all the men who are 
willing to work and is digging out the trunks in his 
fossil forest and selling them at fancy figures. The de- 
posit of pine trees lies between the clay subsoil and the 
overgrowth of peat, and is fully six feet in depth. 

As the muck bed is more than a mile in area Bowden 
believes he can sell a half million cords of wood from a 
forest that has been buried from view for many ages.

A Strange Sleep. 


OR ten days Miss Nellie Corcoran has lain uncon- 

scious in St. Vincent's Hospital, and the best med- 
ical skill in the city hag been unable to revive her or 
even to tell what is the’ cause of her condition. Every 
treatment known to medical science has been resorted 
to in vain. The doctors are baffled by this new mystery, 
and_in their dilemma bave suggested that she is in a 
hypnotic sleep and are investigating along this line, but 
with little hope of reaching a solution. 

Neurologists, physiologists and diagnosticians, the 
most prominent in the city, have been called in by the 
hospital doctors, but none of them have been able to 
explain the nature of the girl's malady or to bring-her 
back to consciousness. They have pierced her skin with 
needles and shocked her with electricity of a voltage up 
to the very limit of safety, but still she lies there peace- 
fully sleeping. 

While the doctors are puzzling their brains, helpless 
to aid her, the girl is wasting away. 

First restoratives of every kind were tried, but none 
proved effective. Powerful stimulants were forced down 
her throat, but did not produte the slightest change in 
her condition or appearance. Electricity was tried 
acain, the shocks being as strong as permissible with- 
out endangering her life, but still she lay on her cot 
barely breathing and completely unconscious. 

The hospital doctors worked without success all day 
Sunday and on Monday prominent specialists were 
called in. These tried new experiments. They pricked 
her with needles and she gave no signs of heeding. 
They touched her most sensitive nerves without effect. 
Only once did they observe the slightest evidence of 
feeling in the rigid form. While an attendant was 
vigorously slapping her, her eyes opened and closed 
again without the least sign of recognition or a spoken 
word or even sound. 

There are no pronounced symptoms. The girl lies as 
though asleep, breathing faintly. Her pulse is just a 
little faster than normal and her temperature shows 
only a half degree of fever. Yet her appearance is 
changing rapidly. During the ten days she has been 
in the hospital the doctors say she has aged ten years 
in appearance, and they fear she cannot be kept alive if 
her coma lasts much longer. 

As a last resort the doctors have begun investigating 
the theory, that some one has put the girl in a hypnotic 
sleep. Yet they. say if she is the victim of a hypnotist, 
she should have responded to some of the tests they 
had already tried.—[New York American.

TRAVEL BY SPECIAL TRAIN. 


STORIES OF PEOPLE WHO HURRY AND WHAT 
IT COSTS THEM, 


[Answers:] From £50 to £150, and thirty § minutes’ 
notice at a big railway station—often less—will pro- 
vide you with a train of four carriages all to yourself. 
It will whirl you to the other end of Britain—to what- 
ever station you want to reach. If ever you are in such 
a hurry that money matters nothing—provided you have 
got it--you can count on getting an ordinary train at 
the price of from twenty to forty ordinary fares to your 
destination. 

But if you want comfort and “style,” an extra half- 
hour’s rotice to the railway people will procure you a 
dining and sleeping car, with’ a cook, attendants, food 
and wines, for from £20 to £30 extra. Then you can 
“burn the ground” over 300 miles of rail, only stopping 
to water the engine, and laugh at all the time tables 
ever compiled. A great many wealthy people in a hurry 
have done this. 

One of the biggest “scurries” in special] train records 
was a train scratched together for the King, when 
Prince of Wales, on a very important occasion. He, of 
course, nearly always has his own train, but these are 
not genuine special trains, but “extras,” and as much 
a part of the railway system as the mails. There is 
nothing exciting about them. 

But while on a yisit to a country house just outside 
Leicester, the King received a message that had becn 
delayed. The Crown Prince of Greece had arrived im 
England, and his formal reception by the Queen at 
Buckingham Palace was put forward by a day. The 
news, owing to a breakdown, did not reach the Prince 
till fifteen hours after it ought to have reached him, and 
he had barely two and a half hours before the ceremony 
began. These affairs between royalties are extremely 
punctilious, and there are no excuses. 

It would have been almost an international slight if 
the Prince had no appeared, but there was no train. A 
messenger rode posthaste to Leicester, the ince fol- 
lowed in a fast carriage, and when he arrived a “speciai” 
of four “odd-and-end” carriages had been slung to a 
fast engine—less than four are not safe—in less than 
fifteen minutes. 

He jumped in, the line was cleared, and off the train 
went. He was without lunch, and the carriage was an 
ordinary first-class; but the Prince's valet bustled some 
sandwiches in at the last momegt, and the train, with 
a clear line, whisked its royal freight to London in an 
hour and forty minutes. He was just tn time for the 
reception. 

Probably the most romantic, as well as one of the 
smartest special-train hurries, was one that raed from 
London to Dover a few years ago, on the occasion of a 
runaway match, and which still lives in railway history 
as the “marriage special.” The engager of the train, a 
Mr. Vickery, had big difficulties to overcome, for his 
fiancee was a ward in Chancery—that is, she and her 
estate were under the guardianship of the law, and the 
penalty for marrying a ward without the consent of the 
court is imprisonment. 

As this consent was not to be obtained, the young 
couple disregarded it, and were married at a registry of- 
fice. The bride's relatives, however, had had the bride- 
groom watched by a private detective, and shortly after 
the ceremony the newly-married pair found they were 
discovered. 

The bridegroom had a small steam yacht in the Gran- 
ville dock at Dover, and to this they were to have re- 
paired by train. But as the warrant for the groom's 
arrest was now likely to be issued at any moment, they 
dared not wait for the train, and a special was ordered. 
In thirty minutes it was ready, and the couple were 
speeding south. 

The detective, to gain time to put the machinery of the 
Jaw in motion, tried to have the train stopped at Can- 
terbury. but as he had no legal authority he failed, and 
the couple reached Dover. The main reason for taking 
the special is that a vesse! in the Granville dock has to 
wait till two hours before high-water before she can get 
out, and the ordinary train would have missed the tide. 

They arrived twenty minutes too early, having done 
the journey in two hours to the minute, and waited 
anxiously for the dock-gates to open. When they did, 
the yacht steamed out, and the couple left British waters 
just an hotr ahead of the warrant. At daybreak the 
yacht put into Flushing. and the happy pair lived 
abroad till the bride's majority. 

A very special “special” was the one which Pierpont 
Morgan ordered at Manchester the last time he was over 
here.

In forty 
minutes a train with a dining and “parlor” carriage was 
ready, with a little bill for £65. This paid, Mr. Morgan 
stepped in, and was whirled off at sixty miles an hour. 
He thought, however, that he could pull up wherever he 
liked, as in the States, by a message to the driver, but 
found this was not possible. All the way up he made 
notes, comparing the British special with the Yankee, and 
he reached London in just under four hours. having 
covered nearly 200 miles. At the end of the journey he 
gave the engine-driver £10, and admitted afterward that 
the performance was ahcad of the average American 
specials.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The Postoffice Departmeast 
will make an official attempt to wipe out whatever of 
sectional feeling may yet remain between the people o 
the Northern and Southern States.

the new 5-cent postage stamp of the series of 1902. 

The serene countenance of President Abraham Linco! : 
will occupy the central portion of the stamp—the ova! 
The photograph employed is a new one, pronounced b) 
critics to be the most natural in existence. It depicts 
President Lincoln as he appeared during the war. 

Upon either side of the oval and occupying three- 
quarters of the length of the design, are female figures, 
partially nude, one representing the North. the other 
representing the South. The figures will face full front 
and the one upon the right will bear in her left hand a 
partially furled American flag. The figure upon the left 
will hold a similar flag in her right hand. The disen- 
gaged hands of the females will be clasped above the 
head of President Lincoln, their arms forming the oval, 
and each wiil hold in her hand a palm branch. 

One would scarcely believe that within the limited 
dimensions of a postage stamp it would be possible to 
depict so much of national and patriotic import; yet, so 
faithfully has the artist brought out the figures, the flags, 
the outstretched arms, the clasped hands, the palm 
branches, and above all the majestic, though care-worn, 
feaiures of the martyred Lincoln, that there is a pathos 
in this miniature emblem of a united country that can- 
not fail to touch the most casual observer. The mode) 
for the stamp has just been officially approved by the 
Third Assistant Postmaster-General and the engravers 
at the Bureau of Engraving and Printing will at once 
bezin the work of transferring the design upon the soft 
steel plate, which will be hardened when the work is 
completed, forming the die from which an unlimited 
number of plates, from which the stamps are printed 
may be made. 

This new stamp, which is used chiefly in franking 
hee letter mail and domestic packages, will probably 

ready for the public about the first of the year.

Rice in California. 


HE Fruit World thinks that rice might profitably 
be raised in California for hay. That journal 
says: 

“We notice an item in the press etating that it was 
difficult to know how to harvest rice. It is a new crop 
to California, but indications point strongly in the di- 
rection that in the future it will be an important 
factor as an aid to stock raising, for if cut for hay it 
will yield from four to five tons to the acre, s0 states 
E. C. Conners, who has raised rice galore in North 
Carolina, the most distant point in which it can be ma- 
tured in the United States. Mr. Conners states the method 
of harvesting is by the old primitive sickle; the grain 
shells so easily a reaper would shell it all; even the 
men employed to shoot the rice birds dare not shoot 
into the grain or walk through it, but must scare them 
up and shoot them on the wing, for if they shoot them 
in the grain they would shoot all their wages away in 
shelling the rice. To thrash the rice, if a handful is 
taken and struck over a rai], one stroke takes out two- 
thirds of the grain. Eight thousand hills or four acres 
is a day’s work for a colored man, who gathers the 
bunches—which are planted in rows 4% feet apart and 
6 inches in the row—with his left hand and with a 
dexterous motion severs it without shelling and sets it 
up in shocks. When it is hauled in it is carried 
‘heads in,’ and at every load the cart or wagon (will 
contain several bushels of shelled grain. It should be 
cut while the straw is yet green, but the binding heads 
just turning yellow. It will not do to leave it out in 
the fleld as we do wheat in California; you would only 
have straw, but even the rice straw is good for feed. 
If Imperial can raise it and somewhere develop water 
power to ‘hull’ it, it would be a wondrous addition to 
her already extensive list of crops. The colored man 


gets 25 cents an acre for cutting the rice, planted as 
above stated.”

Rich Silver Mines. * 


HE following article about the Batopilas group of 
mines, in Chihuahua, Mex., of which the late ex- 
Gov. Shepherd was general manager, is from the El 
Paso, Tex., Herald. The Todos Santos, one of the group, 
is believed to be the greatest silver mine in the world. 
The only mine in the United States that has begun 
- to compare with this property in the production of na- 
tive silver is the celebrated Silver King, in Arizona, 
which was worked out nearly twenty years ago. 

“At Batopilas, Chihuahua, the Batopilas Silver Mining 
Company shipped $112,000 worth of bar silver and con- 
centrates last month from the Todos Santos mine. and 
it is expected that the shipments will reach $125,000 
this month. 

“This vein has yielded since July, 1901, $1,500,000 
worth of silver, and it is a bonanza today. 

“This is the result of the mighty efforts of one man, 
Gov. (‘Boss’) Shepherd, and his years of work since 
he went to Batopilas in 1879. | 

“The Todos Santos mine is probably the greatest 
mine in the world for its enormous yield in native 
silver. During the week of July 4, 1901, there was taken 
from this mine 4500 pounds of this high-class ore, s0 
rich in native silver. 

“When Goy. Shepherd went there he bought the San 
Miguel! mine, but with his keen foresight and grasp of 
great things he set himself to combine the small com- 
panies operating the La Descubridoro, La Camachin, 
Rouces Valles, and the Penoscitos, and the Todos San- 
tos properties on the mountain on the opposite side of 
the Batopilas River from the San Miguel mine. The 
combination wags effected and a concession of 61,000 
acres of land secured from the government. Gov. 
Shepherd saw that these properties with their inex- 
haustible stores of silver ore could be best developed 
by means of an immense tunnel, starting in with the 
level of the river and running two and one-quarter 
miles where it would tap the rich vein of the Todos 

' Santos in the incline shaft at a depth of 1100 feet. 

“This tunnel was begun in 1887. The Rouces Valles 
vein was first struck, and the goal, the Todos Santos 
vein, wa® struck in July, 1901. This tunnel fs said to 
be the second longest mine tunnel in the world, and 
it is the longest in Mexico. 

“This great work, called the Porfirio Diaz tunnel. 
could have only been carried through by a man of Gov. 
Shepherd's executive ability and untiring energy. The 
Batopilas Silver Mining Company has spent $16,000,000 
on its great property, but the entire work is a monu- 
ment to the matchless ability of the man who carried it 
through. The money was put up for the dead work 
of the Porfirio Diaz tunnel simply on account of faith 
in him. 

“The Todos Santos mine, which was being worked 
during that time, yielded richly and paid a great deal 
of the expense, but was not nearly commensurate with 
the outlay. 

“Everything that was done about the properties, 
every building, was the best. Housse were constructed 
of stone. It was a motto of Gov. Shepherd to do every- 
thing in the best possible manner. The canal, two and 
one-half miles long, which conveys the water to the 
heciendas for power purposes, cost $1,000,000. It is 


— 
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five feet wide and six feet deep, cemented, and built | 
ef substantial masonry, like the ancient Roman aque- 
ducts. 

“The terminus of the canal is the Hacienda San 
Antonio, which contains the large mill and the electric 
light plant. From there the water is taken down 
through an immense iron tube under the river and on 
to the other side to the large Hacienda San Miguel, 
about an eighth of a mile away. Here are the offices of 
the company, and where the governor's house was situ- 
ated. Every building is stone and iron, and the whole 
is surrounded by a stone wall with iron gates. 

“Some idea can be had as to the perfection and com- 
pleteness of Gov. Shepherd's work, not alone for the 
enduring quality of it, but from the iron foundry. Here 
all the stamps and battery housings were cast, and 
there is scarcely a piece of machinery needed about the 
great works that cannot be replaced here. 

“When it is considered that this great work that cost 
$16,000,000 is far from transportation, fifty days’ travel 
from the nearest point reached by wagon and fifteen 
days is taken to make the trip with pack animals, and 
309 pounds is a big load for a mule, a slight idea can 
be had of the tremendous amount of labor this crown- 
ing monument to the memory of Gov. Shepherd has 
been. Only the man who did so much for the city of 
Washington under the curses and scathing criticism of 
the people could have carried it through. Batopilas 
was his life work, bis ambition, and he did not live to 
reap the benefit. He has been known to say to his 
intimate friends: ‘The stockholders of this company 
have faith in me; I shall never betray them.’ How 
well he carried out his trust can be seen in everything 
about Batopilas. The mines are yielding enormously, 
with the brightest prospects ahead, and the company 
does not owe a dollar in Mexico. 

“E. A. Quintard, a son-in-law of the Governor, has 
been superintending the property since the latter's 
death. L. H. Stevens; an old partner of the Governor. 


has been elected general. manager, and he has just~ gone 
out to Batopilas.” ‘

Value of Citrus Fruits. 


HE Ontario Record recently published the follow- 

ing, showing the large amount of money which a 
good crop of citrus fruits causes to be distributed in a 
community: 

“Is the citrus fruit industry a paying investment in 
Ontario and surroundfhg country? There is no pros- 
pective settler who doesnot ask himself that question, 
and very few of the growers of citrus fruit take the 
trouble to make an analysis of the returns received 
by the people at large to answer the question. In- 
dividually the growers would answer the question dif- 
ferently. There are individual fruit growers who lose 
money steadily. There are others like one in the colony 
who bought a ten-acre grove entirely on time and has 
paid for it and all expenses in five years. But no in- 
dustry should be judged by the unusual successes any 
more than by the unusual! failures. The point the in- 
vestor wants to know is the average result of orange 
and lemon growing, and the Record is prepared to show 
that the growers have obtained an average of 8.6 per 
cent. net a year on the value of the entire citrus fruit 
acreage for three years, or 13.5 per cent. on the value 
of the productive orchards of the colony, while the 
period alluded to covers the shortest crop in the re- 
cent history of the colony, that of last season. This 
percentage is after paying for all work on the orchard, 
all fertilizer, cultivating, harvesting and other ex- 
penses, the owner thus having an opportunity to draw 
wages in addition to the profits if he does his own 
work. It will probably be concedéd that an industry 
which pays 13.5 per cent. on the investment in a series 
of years is fully up to the standard of American in- 
dustries, even thou.h it may not meet the expectations 
of people who are iooking for great fortunes to be 
picked up in a day. 

“It may be well to state that the basis of these as- 
seriions is something more than guesswork. This 
article is founded on information furnished by B. A. 
Woodford, who for a series of years has been manager 
of the Ontario-Cucamonga Citrus Fruit Exchange. He 
has available returns from fruit shipped through those 
years and is in a position to furnish very full and very 
accurate information. 

“Contrary to general belief, possibly, experience shows 
that during the past three years the 1000 acres of 
lemons have paid practically the same revenue per 
acre as the 4000 acres of oranges, and it is conse- 
quently not necessary to segregate the two fruits in 
studying results. 

“Of the 5000 acres of citrus fruits it is estimated that 
20 per cent., or 1000 acres, are non-productive, either 
because as yet too young to bear, or because of their 
being budded over to other varieties, too late to yet 
be in bearing. 

“A careful estimate of the value of all citrus fruits 
shipped from the colony indicates that the crop of 
1899-1900 brought the growers, delivered at the packing- 
house, $600,000; the season of 1900-1, $700,000, and the 
short crop of the season just closed, $375,000. The last 
year gives to returns a low average, but makes possible 
a conservative estimate of percentage of profits. It 
will be found that the average income of the fruit 
growers has been $558,000 a year. 

“Taking the entire 5000 acres of oranges, it is be- 
lieved that an average value of $600 per acre is about 
correct. This would give a total value of $2,400,000 
on the 4000 acres of productive citrus orchards, or 
$3,000,000 for all citrus orchards. 

“It is believed that a fair allowance for all work 
and expenses in connection with cultivation, fertiliza- 
tion and harvesting citrus fruit is $60 an acre a year, 
or $240,000 for the productive citrus orchards and 
$300,000 for all the citrus orchards. If we take into 


consideration all the the net return to thé 
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growers above cultivation, harvesting, ete, ie 
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that the citrus-fruit industry alone gives to the « 
an average income of $1000 per family, an income 
is very widely dispersed among the people, and 

much greater degree of equality than is the eam 
most industrial centers. 

“It is not the province of this article to gem 
thé value of other products of the colony, such 4 
ciduous and vinous fruits, but it is evident thy 
total income of the colony is very satisfactory 
without considering those fruits. 

“Such is the statistical] situation of the ores 
lemon industry, based on actual returns to the gy 
but it does not take into consideration the fis 
the orchards of Ontario are yet far from 
productive powers. While it is true that thes 
small acreage of trees nearly 20 years old, among 
years of heaviest planting were 1893, 1894 and 1g 
trees now being 9, 8 and 7 years old, while thu 
many younger trees. Many of the orchards, 
have been set back by rebudding. The averag 
of the trees is probably not above 10 years, or pay 
not over a third of the age of maximum produ 
of naval orange trees, which is supposed to be 
thirty years. For twenty years, thén, it can be 
that Ontario will steadily increase its output da 
fruits from the trees now growing, while. the 
every reason to believe that the average incomes 
the fruit per box will be as high as it has beep, 
freight rates, at least with the completion @ 
isthmian canal, are a certainty, and with the¢ 
quent cheapening of fruit in the East there will 
increased consumption. 

“Viewed from the experience of the past, from 
achievements of the present, and from the indices 
future, the growing of <itrus fruits at Ontario ga 
dustry which may well encourage investments and 
ulate present growers to further exertions.”

suggestions. There is not enough to use, except to cut 
a plain skirt, long enough to have some sweep, and plain 
bodice and sleeves. There is not enough for ruffles, and I 
wish it for afternoon or theater wear.” 

Get a good full pattern, circular in shape on the sides, 
with a very narrow plain front gore. Cut the skirt long, 
and by this I mean long in front as well, so it is on the 
floor an inch, which will not interfere with your walk- 
ing, as the flare will hold it away from the foot. About 
every eight-inches apart, around the bottom of the en- 
tire skirt, cut slashes eight inches deep, but do not cut 
the silk away, but simply a slash. -In each slash, in- 
sert a plissé lace tab, made of an all-over net, or a lace, 
with a border the desired width, and be sure to have it 
full. To outline a yoke effect on the skirt, and run 
down in a running design of flowers and leaves all 
around the skirt, use an appliqué of white cloth, and 
stitch it down by machine, just as carefully as possible. 
You can make this appliqué yourself, by getting a de- 
sign of a flower and leaf, and drawing it on paper and 
cut out of white broadcloth, and make the front spray 
to run well down to the bottom, while there should be 
two shorter ones on each side and one in the back. 
Have this same cloth design, on the upper part of the 
bodice running down in the front, and back, as well as 
on the upper part of the sleeves, which should fit the 
arm until the elbow, where the bouffant under pouchy 
effect. can be most gracefully achieved by introducing

Your black gown would be lightened and very much 
improved if you overhung the white taffeta slip with a 
white chiffon. There seems to be but one way to fashion 
lace skirts, by using a circular flounce of the lace on a 
good upper skirt, and have ruches an inch and a quarter 
wide, put on every inch and a half, the entire width of 
the flounce. These ruches being of a fine black chiffog, 
or brussels net, in a small, close mesh.

LITTLE BROWN AND YELLOW PEOPLE @ 
INTERESTED IN AMERICA.

are sprinkled over the South Pacific Ocean to the 

eastward of Australia, lies the Samoan group, four 
islands of which Uncle Sam recently has taken under 
bis care. 

On the largest of these, Tutuila, he has built a naval 
jlation where men-of-war can get coal and other sup- 
piies and where, in a sheltered barbor, they can take 
refuge from the fierce storms which sometimes sweep 
pver that part of the ocean. Here flies the American flag, 
and here American laws and American civilization are 
gradually winning the natives from their old savage 
ways of life. 

About sixty miles east of Tutuila lies the next largest 
island. Manua, and near it are the smaller islands that 


LMOST exactly in the middle of those islands which 


Q@lso belong to Uncle Sam. 


There are about six thousand people on these islands, 
and about a thousand of them are children. 

The people are not black, but they are of a light brown 
and yellow complexion. As it is warm there all the 
time they do not bother themselves with much clothing. 
When the Americans came to the islands they found 
that, while the children were apparently running wild 
in the thick tropical woods, they knew what an educa- 
tion meant and many of them were attending school. 

Missionaries had dwelt there and converted the na- 
tives to Christianity, and wherever the missionaries 
had built a church they had opened a school. 

But the missionaries, being mostly English people, 
had not taught the children much about the history of 
the United States. Probably the Revolutionary War and 
the War of 1812 were not subjects on which they cared 
to dwell. | 

The children are intensely curious about the United 
States and ask strangers al! sorts of questions concern- 
ing the creat country of which they are part now. They 
call the Governor, who is a naval officer sent out by the 
United States, “Your Susuga,” and they speak of the 
President as “His Afioga.” 

When Capt. Tilley, whom the United States sent out 
as Governor of the islands, first visited Manua, he found 
a native King named Maa reigning there. Moa journeyed 
to the pincipal village to see the Governor. He was 
preceded by two tall natives blowing conch shells and 
two “talking men,” whose business it was to make 
speeches for the King. 

All the children of the island had a holiday and gath- 
ered in great numbers to see the conference between 
the King and “His Susuga’’—the Governor. 

The people of Manua never before acknowledged 
themselves as subject to any government other than 
their own—Samoan Island rule. They claim to be of an 
older race than the inhabitants of the other islands, 
and old King Moa told the Governor that he saw no 
reason why he should come in under the government 
of the United States. But Capt. Tilley told him what 
a great and powerful nation the United States was, and 
pointed out to him that if he did not accept its govern- 
ment some other nation would be sure to come along and 
gobble him up. 

The King thought it over and finally concluded that 
it would be a fine thing for the children of the island 
to grow up under the American flag and have the ad- 


vantages which would come to them from being citizens 
of the domains of the United States. 

So he sent a delegation to witness the raising of the 
Star Spangled Banner at Pago-Pago, the coaling station 


in Tutuila, and he had been loyal to the “His Affoga,” 
the President, ever since. 

Of ali the possessions of the United States the Tutuila 
group alone lies south of the equator. Children there, 
looking into the heavens at night, behold some of the 
constellations which you see, but they also see many 


which you can never see—the Southern Cross and all 
the starry croups of the skies of the Southern Hemis- 
phere, while they miss many which you see every night, 
such as the Great Bear and the Pleiades. 

The children of Tutuila and Manua are fond of sing- 


img and reading aloud. The entrance of the Americans 


has given them a stimulus to acquire all sorts of in- 


@ formation about the outside world from which they have 


been shut off heretofore, occasional copra traders and 
the missionaries being the only white men whom they 
met before the Americans came. 


As soon as a child of these isiands is old enough to 
work, it leaves school and goes to help the father col- 
lect cocoanuts, the white meat of which is dried and 
sold to traders under the name of copra. The children 
also work at farming on the small plantations where 
tropical fruits and vegetables are raised for domestic 
use. 

All the boys are good sailors. They begin to go out 
on the water with their fathers when they are very 
young, and by the time they are ten years old, they can 
handle the native boats with gréat skill and dexterity. 


The natives have long been noted for their skill in 
handling boats, and for this reason the first man who 
discovered the group call it the “Navigators’ Islands.” 
It will be extremely interesting to see what the boys 
and girls of Tutuila and Manua grow up to be under 
the influence of the new conditions which the Ameri- 
can occupation has introduced into the islands. Seated 
in your well-appointed schoolhouses, think sometimes 
of those other children of Uncle Sam .studying the same 
lessons that you do, far way on the islands of the South 


Pacific, lifting their eyes from their books to look out 

upon shining seas or groves of cocoanut palms, while 

you look from the schoolhouse windows perhaps upon

ARNUM used to sdy that the American people like 

to be humbugged. In no respect is the truth of this 

Statement more clearly shown than in the cheerful 
alacrity with which the average American bites at any 
glittering bait that is held out to him, in the shape of 
some new-fangled cure for disease, advertised by a med- 
ical pretender, a “divine healer,” or some other kind of 
a quack. The more impossible the claims that are made 
by these people, the better they seem to thrive. The 
modest man, who contents himself with the truth, has 
litle chance in the healing line, nowadays. This was 
shown recently in Los Angeles, where a man designed 
a system of hygienic treatment, which contained much 
merit, and advertised it in The Times. He found that, 


' po long as he contented himself with making reason- 


able claims as to what his system would accomplish, he 
could obtain no patronage, while others, who were offer- 
ing a similar thing and promising to cure every kind of 
an ailment, from corns to a broken heart, were over- 
whelmed with patrons. 

It is really curious to find such a condition prevail- 
ing in a country like this, which boasts of its intel- 
ligence and culture. However, if people will insist upon 
being humbugged, they will always find some one to ac- 
commodate them, and to grow rich on their credulity. 
The wise physician, who does not believe in drugs, will 
always take care to administer to his patients a little 
colored water, or bread pills, or something of that kind, 
giving them the necessary hygienic advice “on the side.” 
Otherwise, he may safely expect that he will soon be 
dismissed, and recourse had by the patient to some less 
conscientious or intelligent doctor, who has a ready rem- 
edy at hand, in a boitle, for every disease.

A Great Physician. 


EVERAL weeks ago reference was made in this de- 

partment to the arrival of Prof. Adoif Loreng of 
Vienna, to treat a daughter of Armour, the meat packer, 
and of the wonderful skill which he had displayed in 
handling dislocations and malformations. Since then, 
Prof. Lorenz has visited Los Angeles, and has properly 
been shown much respectful courtesy by the medical | 
fraternity of this city, where he performed several 
operations. 

A man like Prof. Lorenz does much to redeem short- 
comings of the medical fraternity that we are occasion- 
ally called upon to criticize. When be first arrived in 
the United States, there was a disposition on the part 
of a section of the medical fraternity to look upon him 
with suspicion. This is a way the fraternity, in com- 
mon with the church, bas of looking askance upon any- 
thing that savors of a new idea. It has been the same 
ever since Galileo dared to declare that the earth. re- 
volved around the sun. However, suspicion and crit- 
icism could not long attach to a man who performed 
such wonders as Prof. Lorenz. Some of our own phy- 
sicians, who are so handy with tseir little saws, might 
learn some useful ideas from this European operator, as 
to the possibilities which lie outside the range of the 
saw and the knife, also in regard to that noble and 
broad-minded humanitarianism which led Dr. Lorenz, 
while charging a good round fee to those who are able 
to pay it, to treat free of charge a number of children 
whose parents are not overburdened with this world’s 
goods. 

Incidentally, it may be remarked that the stories pub- 
lished in the American press regarding the size of the 
fee which Prof. Lorenz received from Armour have been 
grossly exaggerated. The figures have been gradually in- 
creasing until they have in some cases reacheg $150,000. 
One-fifth of that amount would have been correct 
Then, it must be remembered that the professor came 
with a high-priced assistant all the way from Vienna, 
for the purpose of performing this operation, so that his 
fee was really very moderate, in comparison with those 
demanded by some of our own American physicians, who 
have seen Presidents die under their care. 
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Hydrophcbia. 


HE following communication has been received from 

James Devine, of No. 916 Stanford avenue, Los An- 
geles: 

“For the good of humanity I write this letter. and 
hope you will kindly give it space in your department. 
A few years ago a circular letter was sent to editors by 
an association of physicians of Philadelphia upon the 
subject of ‘Hydrophobia as a Disease of the Imagina- 
tion.’ It is believed by these men that if it exists at 
all it is the result of fear. The following statement 
is from the circular letter sent out by these physicians: 

“*The late Dr. Hiram Carson, whose practice extended 

over a period of seventy years, during which time he 
searched diligently for the disease in man and animal. 
wrote, under date of January 18, 1896, “I have never had 
a real case of hydrophobia.”’ 
Truill Green, a physician like Dr. Carson. 
curate in observation, careful in statement, and whose 
practice extends also over a long period, writes under 
date of January 28, 1596, “I have never had a case of 
hydrophobia, nor have I ever seen a case in the practice 
of other physicians.” 

"Dr. Mathew Woods, who has been in quest of the 
disease for twenty years, and who, during two summers. 
personally visited every case reported in Philadelphia, 
asserts that he never saw hydrophobia either in man or 
animal, and althouzh six years ago, at the conclusion of 
& paper on the subject read before a large audience, he 


has ever seen hydrophobia in man or animal. At the 
Philadelphia dog pound, where, on an average, over six 
thousand vagrant dogs are taken up annually, and where 
the catchers and keepers are frequently bitten while 
handling them, not one case of hydrophobia has oc- 
curred during its entire history of twenty-five years, in 
which time about one hundred and fifty thousand dogs 
were handled.’ 

“The well-known specialist, Dr. Edward C. Spitzka, 
professor of medical jurisprudence ane of anatomy and 
physiology of the nervous system in the New York Post 
Graduate School of Medicine, and president of the New 
York Neurological Society, writes: 

“*Much of the observation of suspicious dogs is made 
through optics disturbed by fear, and by persons in- 
competent to interpret what they see. Notwithstanding 
every effort made by the writer to secure the observation 
of rabies in man or dog, not a single opportunity has of- 
fered itself during the last eight years.’ (The period of 
his observation.) 

“In the record of all diseases which have occurred in 
the Pennsylvania Hospital in 140 years only two cases 
which were supposed to be hydrophobia have occurred. 
One of these, however, the only one submitted to bac- 
teriological test, did not confirm the diagnosis “hydro- 
phobia,” and Ahe municipal authorities refused to accept 
the death as one from that disease. 

“*The record of the London Hospital a few years ago 
showed 2668 persons bitten by angry dogs. None of them 
developed hydrophobia. St. George’s Hospital, London, 
records 4000 patients bitten by dogs supposed to have 
been mad. No case of hydrophobia. 

“Finally, Dr. Charles W. Dulles, lecturey on the his- 
tory of medicine at the University of Penasylvania, who 
has the honor of being repeatedly appointed by the med- 
ical societies of the State to investigate rabies, read 
various papers on the subject before the American Med- 
ical Association, the College of Physicians of Philadel- 
phia, the Philadelphia County Medical Society, the 
Medico Legal Society of New York, and has corresponded 
on the subject with most of the distinguished men of Eu- 
rope. A physician familiar both with the literature of 
rabies, the history of Pasteur and the institution called 
by his name, and who, in addition, has performed the 
almost incredible task of investigating either person«|iy 
or by correspondence with the physicians or others in 
attendance, every case reported in the newspapers of the 
United States for the past sixteen years, and alter six- 
teen years of investigation he failed to find a single case 
on record that can be conclusively proved of hydrophobia 
that resulted from the bite of a dog or any other cause.’ 

“The above statements correspond with my experience. 
I was bitten by a dog some thirty-odd years ago, and I 
was afraid that the dog was mad, and one night, shortly 
after being bitten, as I lay in bed, the fear that I micht 
have hydrophobia worried me to such an extent that I 
imagined that I felt the symptoms of hydrophobia, and 
had | allowed the feas to overcome me my death would 
have been from fear and not from hydrophobia. |! am 
47 years old and have been from Maine to California and 
from New Mexico to St. Johns, N. B., and I have 
never seen or known of a case of hydrophobia. al- 
though I have made it a point, when I beard any one 
talking about hydrophobia, to ask if they ever saw a 
case, and the reply was invariably no. Some have said 
that they saw a mad dog or mad pig, but never a human 
being so affected.” 


An Antidote for Carbolic Acid. 


N VIEW of the frequency of carbolic acid poisoning, 

the following from the Boston Post is of interest: 

“The importance of a discovery of a sure, swift and 
easily-procured antidote to carbolic acid may be inferred 
from the fact that it has been asserted that there are 
more accidental deaths from poisonous acids than from 
all other poisonous drugs combined. That antidote ts 
common cider vinegar, which can be found in most 
households. 

“The masses have been taught to .consider carbolic 
acid a valuable antiseptic. It is sold freely without re- 
stricuon and is kept on the pantry shelves in many 
homes. 

“It is true it is labeled ‘poison,’ but the people thor- 
oughly familiar with it have lost much of their fear. 
It is not strange, therefore, that the ignorant and care- 
less suffer accidentally and that the angry and malicious 
use the poison for their evil purposes. 

“For a long time doctors were helpless in the pres- 
ence of carbolic acid poisoning and even now, it is said, 
many of them are ignorant of the fact that there is an 
antidote. } 

“The discovery of the virtue of cider vinegar in such 
cases was made by Dr. Edmund Carleton of New York, 
who thus relates the manner of it. 

“One day, while making some experiments with the 
pure acid, an unlucky movement sent two ounces of it 
upon my hand. In about two seconds I had it under a 
stream of water and washed it, but to no purpose; it 
became white and numb. There seemed to be no escape 
from the usua! result—despumation and slow recovery 
of the sense of touch. But the odor was persistent and 
unpleasant. In the belief that it might be changed 
thereby, a servant was sent to the kitchen for a cupful 
of cider vinecar. While bathing and rubbing the affected 
parts with vinegar what was my amazement to behold 
a complete restoration of color and function! In five 
minutes nothing remained in evidence except the modi- 
fied color.’ 

“C. S. Kinney, M.D., connected with the State Hospital 
for Insane at Middletown, N. Y., gives the following 
account of the demonstration of the fact that vinegar is 
an antidote for carbolic acid taken internally: 

“"A nurse called me to see a man who had swallowed 
some carbolic acid. The patient was found with his lips. 
mouth and tongue coated white where the acid touched 
them, and the strong characteristic odor of the acid was 
present. One-half cupful of vinegar diluted with an 
equal amount of water was at once given to him, and 
this followed in a few moments by a second dose of 
vinegar and water. As the time hung heavily on my 
hands while waiting for the stomach pump, the patient

If the joker lies with the opponents it is placed upon 
the five, tem or king as the case may be, thus prevent- 
ing the finishing of the pile, and scoring five points for 
the side from which it came. But if the joker lies with 
the owner of the pile or with his partner's neither side 
scores and the holder may place the joker on the pile or 
not as he pleases; but must in any case answer “flip” 
with “flap” to show where the joker is. 

If the opponents fail to notice the danger card when it 
is laid, as soon as another card has been placed on the 
table, the owner of the pile or his partner calls “Flip 
Flap Feasel,” scoring five points for their side and gain- 
ing the right to cover the danger card with the card next 
in sequence regardless of whether it is his turn to play 
or not; and if neither he nor his partners have the re- 
quired card they can demand it of their adversaries. 

In building it is not necessary to follow suit, sequence 
is all that is required. 

When a player passes because he has no card that can 
be placed on any pile, it counts one pviat for his ad- 
versaries, but if he has already playe out all his cards, 
each time he passes his side scores one point. 

As soon as all the piles on one side of the chalk line 
are turned down, the cards are reshuffled and dealt again. 
The playing continues until one side or the other has 
scored 500 points, which constitute the game. After each 
hand the players cut for deal, the one cutting the lowest 
card being the unlucky person; for in this game the deal 
is not an advantage. 

It will be readily seen that for boisterous gayety Flip 
Flap Feasel would rival six-handed euchre; and one 
learns by experience that it also affords opportunities 
for the exercise of judgment and discrimination; for ex- 
ample, if one holds several kings, it is well to build 
your piles to queens only, reserving your kings until 
the joker lies with you or your partners, then you stand 
a chance of completing and turning down several piles 
without giving your adversaries an opportunity to_score. 
On the other hand, if your side is losing points because 
one or more of your. partners are unable to play, it is 
sometimes wise to force the joker from your adversaries’ 
pile, throwing away five points for the sake of opening 
up the came. 

The derivation of the name, like the origin of the 
game, is shrouded in mystery. Flip Flap probably comes 
from the rapidity with which the cards are played, and 
it is generally believed that Feasel means foo! and is a 
term of odium flung derisively at the opponents who 
have failed to see their opportunity—or it may come 
from fizzle, which is often used to express failure. But 
whatever the name may mean, the game promises to be 
a most popular form of entertainment, this coming sea- 
son, GEORGINE T. BATES. 


OUR OLDEST FORBEARS. 


FROM A VILLAGE NEAR TONBRIDGE COME THE 
EARLIEST TIDINGS OF PREHISTORIC MAN. 


[London Leader:] The “missing link” remains to be 
found. Perhaps it never will be found. } 

Scientists, however, are discussing whether to the 
pretty village of Ightham in Kent will not belong the 
credit of throwing back by an immensity of time our 
knowledge of the antiquity of man. 

Human bones of the: Stone Age are few and far be. 
twecn, though a vast number of flint hammers, axes, 
ehisels, arrowheads, and similar implements, has been 
found. 

‘i1ne implements of the Neolithic or newer stone age 
are highly finished articles, and their makers were con- 


| siderably advanced in culture, living just before, and 


placed near the top, so that an early date may entitle | into the historic age. 


The Palaeolithic, or old stone period, has left a record 
in rougher and more primitive flint implements that 
proves their makers less intelligent than their succes- 
sors. 

The early stone men lived, it has been gstimated, about 
fifty thousand years ago, and, though savages, were not 
altogether fools, as their implements prove. 

This being so, it occurred to Benjamin Harrison of 
lzhtham, that there must have preceded them men whc 
had passed through an elementary, apprentice stage of 
development. 

So Mr. Harrison kept watch, and found evidence which 
he thought proved his surmise correct. 

Prof. Rupert Jones, Canon Greenwell, and the late Sir 
Joceph Prestwich, and Grant Allen’ were inclined to 
agree with him. 

Ightham, the discoverer’s native home, is a quaint old- 


fashioned village on the edge of the Weald of Kent about , 


thirty miles from London, and its surroundings teem 
with interesting associations, prehistoric and historic. 
On the tops of the downs near this place have been 
found the rudely-shaped flint articles which scientists 
are coming to regard as man’s handiwork—the earliest 
known tools made by man. Mr. Harrison claims that 


‘they prove an existence dating back 200,009 years, dat- 


ing beyond the Ice Age, when the north of Europe, and 
Britain north of the Thames, were covered more or less 
with vast masses of ice and snow in the form of glaciers. 

This newly-discovered period has been named the

Eolithic men must have been nearer 
the “missing link”—were there ever a missing link— 
than any other known race. 

Oné sunny afternoon recently Mr. Harrison took the 
writer to the scene of his discoveries; and, nearing the 
summit of the North Downs, 700-odd feet above sea 
level. turned and looked over the great valley bounded 
by the South Downs, wherein Normans, Saxons, Celts, 
Cymry, and Romans, perhaps Phoenicians, too, have 
passed.
